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ICEBOX DEATH 
UF 3 CHILDREN 
NOT AN ACCIDENT, 
AUTHORITIES SAY 


Boy, Two Girls Found 
in Arkansas Sharecrop- 
per’s Refrigerator by 


Mother—Two Are Suf- 


focated, 


WALNUT RIDGE, Ark., June 4 


(UP)—A full investigation was | 


ordered today into the deaths of 
three small children who were 
trapped in a sharecropper’s ice- 


box. Authorities expressed con- 
viction that the tragedy was not 
accidental. 

A coroner’s jury returned ver- 
dicts of suffocation as the cause 
of two of the deaths and “cause 
unknown” in the death of the 
third child. — 

However, Prosecutor Millard 
Hardin and Coroner Bob Higgin- 
botham said they were convinced 
that the children could not have 
climbed into the box by them- 
selves and then slammed the door. 

The three children were found 
late yesterday tightly wedged in 
the ‘box in a space 34 inches high, 
12 inches wide and 16 inches in 
depth, Hardin said. 

The victims were James Delbert 
Chastain, 2 years old, and Joyce 
Ann Chastain, 9, the children of 
Mr. and Mrs. Ed Chastain; and 
Shirley Ramsey, 6, daughter of 
Mrs. Ethel Ramsey of Walnut 
Ridge. 

Die of Suffocation. 

The Ramsey girl was dead when 
found. The Chastain boy died in 
his father’s arms a few minutes 
later. The coronor’s jury said 
both died of “suffocation, the man- 
ner and circumstances unknown.” 

The Chastain girl died a few 
hours later in a Jonesboro hos- 
pital. The coroner’s jury said the 
“cause, Manner and circum- 
stances” of her death were un- 
known. 

“We found absolutely no clue or 
motive,” Higginbotham said. 

Hardin said the investigation 
would continue tomorrow with a 
conference of state police and 
county law enforcement officers. 

“We have no suspects,” Hardin 
said, “but we are going to begin 
a routine checkup on the ailibis 
of everyone who might be remote- 
ly connected with tragedy.” 

No One Nearby. 

Hardin was of the opinion that 
the icebox doors could not have 
been blown shut by the wind. 
Higginbotham said that none of 
the witnesses could recall seeing 
any other children playing nearby 
who might have put the little vic- 
tims into the box. No adults were 
reported seen passing the tar- 
papered sharecropper’s shack. 

Mrs. Chastain told how she, her 
husband, an older daughter, 13, 
and Mrs. Ramsey left the children 
playing on the front porch as they 
went to the cotton fields. That 
was about 1 p.m. She returned 
home around 6 p.m. and immedi- 
ately missed the children. 

She heard a groan from the ice 
box, opened the door and to of 
the cramped little forms tumbled 
to the floor. Neighbors called 
officers. 

An autopsy was performed on 
the Ramsey child by Dr. M. J. 
Kilbury, Little Rock pathologist. 
He said that his examination had 
not gone far enough to establish 
the definite cause of her death. 
He said there were some bruises 
but “no evidence of an assault.” 

First Believed Accident. 

At first the case had been mini- 
mized as a tragic accident of 
childhood play. Toys were scat- 
tered about the floor. 

Farmer Walter Pulliam was one 
of the first to respond to Mrs. 
Chastain’s screams when she dis- 
covered the bodies. 

“I ran to the house,” he said. 
“The littl@ girls were lying on the 
floor where they had fallen. I 
took the little boy out of the ice 
box.” 

Artificial Respiration Used. 

Pulliam said he believed Shirley 
was dead then but there was still 
a spark of life in the baby boy 
and Joyce. Artificial respiration 
was tried but they did not re- 
spond. 

“My boy died right there in my 
hands,” Chastian moaned. He re- 
peated over and over: “I don't 
have an enemy in the world that I 
know of.” 

The Chastains are tenant farm- 
ers on the 174-acre farm of R. A. 
Mosley. 


Body of Girl, 9, Found Stufed 
in Cedar Chest 
WORCESTER, Mass., June 4 
(AP)—The body of Anne Marie 
Magnuson, 9 years old, was found 
tonight in a cedar chest in a 
neighbor’s attic. Police held for 
questioning a man who has been 
under psychiatric treatment for 

two years. 

Dr. John C. Ward, medical ex- 
aminer, said there was evidence 
of an attempted criminal attack. 

Dr. Ward said bruises ,on the 
hands and broken fingernails in- 
dicated a struggle. He added the 
exact cause of death would not be 
determined until the autopsy was 
completed. 

Mrs. Edward F. McCann dis- 
covered the body during a search 
of the neighborhood when the 
child failed to return home for 
supper. Police said the girl was 
last seen walking with the man 
held for questioning.

WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP)— 
Secretary of Defense Johnson an- 


nounced plans today for the most 
extensive test of the nation’s air

ENGLISH 3 YEARS AGO 


Robert Grunebaum, who was 
unable to speak English when he 
came to St. uis with his family 
three years ago, was notified 
yesterday by his principal at Sol- 
dan-Blewett High School that he 
has won a four-year scholarship 
to Washington University. 

When Robert, now 18 years old, 
was 12, the Nazis took him out of 
school and made him dig graves 
in a Jewish cemetery. His older 
brothers were put at forced labor 
also, and their father was sent to 
a concentration camp. 

The father, Charles, who spells 
his last name Gruenebaum, lives 
with his wife and children at 
5514 Pershing avenue, still con- 
siders his family lucky. Of about 
30,000 Jews in Frankfurt-am-Main 
before the war, they were among 
147 who survived. 

Robert, a high school senior, 
plays the trombone in the school 
band, ran in one track meet and 
is an honor student. At Washing- 
ton he wants to major in electrical 
engineering, in which he served an 
apprenticeship before leaving Ger- 


many.

The observation posts will be 
strung out five or six miles apart 
along the 10-state area, with about 
20 persons assigned to each spot- 
ting location. 

Between June 30 and Sept. 1, 
these volunteers will receive spe- 
cial training courses by mail un- 
der the direction of Maj. Gen. Gor- 
don FP. Saville, chief of the air 
defense command. 

Johnson’s announcement § said 
that the civilian personnel select- 
ed “will necessarily have to be 
those who are generally ineligible 
for military service,” and, he add- 
ed, they “will be asked to man 
ne posts in all future times of 
need.”

WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP)— 


-|House spy hunters are set to 
‘break their first big case of in- 


dustrial espionage next week — 
one involving asserted Russian ef- 
forts to pick off wartime military 
secrets at the Bell Aircraft plant. 

The Un-American Activities 
Committee disclosed today it had 
subpenaed at least three wit- 
nesses, from Buffalo and Niagara 
Falls, N. Y., for hearings starting 
Monday. The Bell factory is at 


Buffalo. 
Those named as witnesses—all 


“loyal Americans”’—are Mr, and 
Mrs. Joseph Franey of Niagara 
Falls, and Loren Haas of Buffalo. 
The committee said there may be 
others. 

Approached by Russian. 

The story is that they were ap- 
proached by a Russian official, a 
member of a wartime Russian 
military commission in the United 
States to buy Bell Airacobra 
planes. The officcial is now in

Mosow, it was stated. 

The Russian picked the wrong 
people to talk to, committee offi- 
cials said. Instead of providing 
information on other United States 
military air developments, the 
three “played along” with the Rus- 
sian agent while keeping United 
States security officials informed.

Co. Her husband was described 
as an employe of the Hooker Elec- 
tro-Chemical Co. Haas was iden- 
tified as a former employe of Bell 
Electric Co.,

To Disclose Details.

The committee would like to 
know why the Russian never was 


‘arrested and prosecuted. A mem- 


ber told reporters the committee 
will bring out details on how he 
operated and what he was after. 

Apparently the Russian wanted 
information on jet aircraft, then 
in the experimental stage. The 
witnesses said that over a con- 
siderable time they fed him 
batches of phony material or in- 
formation of “no real value.” 

The Russian, the story goes, 
paid off in cash—$200 a week 
each, plus $50 to $60 for expenses. 
The committee says it has the 
serial numbers of the bills, along 
with lists of items of information 
he wanted. 

This will be the committee’s 
first big venture into the field of 
industrial espionage. Its previous 
spy hunts have dealt with espi-

Had ‘Airtight Case.’ 

In Buffalo, N.Y., Haas said 
“someone in our government” per- 
mitted a top Russian agent “to 
get away” after “we built up an 
airtight case against him.” 

He said the “Russian’s name 
will probably come out at the 
hearing.” He said he first was 
approached by the Soviet agent, 
whom he described as “a big 
wheel,” when he was employed as 
an engineer at the Bell Aircraft 
plant in Buffalo during the war. 
He added: 

“The thing got started there. It 
was continued—the bulk of it— 
when I went to work at Westing- 
house Electric Corp. plant at Phil- 
adelphia.” 

“It was a risky, nerve-wracking 
business,” Haas said. “I’m glad 
it’s over.”

Publication Says Aim Is 
to Block Civilian Use 
of Atomic Energy — 
Blames Group for Op- 
position to CVA.

WASHINGTON, June 4— The 
private power lobby is behind the 
attacks on David E. Lilienthal, 
chairman of the Atomic Energy 
Commission, and the proposed Co- 
lumbia “alley Administration, an 


American Federation of Labor 
publication charged today. 

The first printed and widely- 
circulated issue of the League Re- 
porter, a new weekly journal of 
the AFL Labor’s League for Po- 
litical Education, said: 

“Last week should have been 
called private on week in 
Washington. Although the na- 
tion’s press scrupulously avoided 
putting the spotlight on the well- 
heeled power lobby, everyone on 
Capité] Hill knows that the at- 
tack on Lilienthal and the ufder- 
handed assault un the proposed 
CVA both were engineered by and 
for restrictive power interests. 

“The personal® vilification of 
Lilienthal had a very simple mo- 
tivation. He is taking concrete 
steps to make the benefits of 
atomic fuels available for civilian 
use at low cost. To prevent this 
‘un-American’ effort, the private 
power lobby has dedicated itself 
to smear Lilienthal and the whole 
atomic program. 

“Kerosene lamp Senators Hick- 
enlooper (Rep.), Iowa, and Fergu- 
son (Rep.), Michigan, who are 
leading the anti-atomic power 
fight, also were leaders in this 
year’s unsuccessful fight to cripple 
the Tennessee Valley Authority.” 

Columbia River Development. 

Calling attention to the hearings 
on the Columbia Valley proposal, 
which started last week, the pub- 
lication said that “at present the 
development of the river is in the 
bungling hands of the Army En- 
ginmeers and the Bureau of Re- 
clamation, 

Both agencies do the same thipg, 
but with an amazing lack of co- 
operation and co-ordination. There 
is too much jealous competition. 

“There is a complex web of 
interests opposing the _ sensible 
CVA. There are the contractors 
and suppliers that have established 
pipelines with the existing agen- 
cies and feel that they make out 
better undeg the present confused 
and inefficient ‘pork barrel’ ar- 
rangement. Most important are 
the private power interests and 
their agents in Congress. 

“The Weaver-Newell plan (of

To Be Named for Job Tomorrow 


Mrs. Georgia Neese Clark 
of Kansas to Be Nomi- 
nated by Truman, Says 
Doris Fleeson.

Senator M’Mahon Cites 
Investigation as Giving 
Point to Removing of 
Secrecy. 


WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP)— 
The size of America’s atomic 
bomb stockpile might have to be 
disclosed to get a proper assegs- 
ment of the work of the Atomic 
Energy Commission, Senator Mc- 
Mahon (Dem.), Connecticut, said 
today. ‘ 

McMahon ig chairman of the 
Senate-House Atomic Energy 
Committee which is investigating 
charges of “incredible mismanage- 
ment” leveled by Senator Hick- 


enlooper (Rep.), Iowa, at AEC 
Chairman David E. Lilienthal. 

The current investigation, Mc- 
Mahon said, “gives point and 
meaning” to his earlier sugges- 
tion for a study of the effects of 
lifting the secrecy bar on the 
number of bombs. 

However, Hickenlooper told re- 
porters he doesnt think that is “a 
safe area for publicity.” 

McMahon noted he had pointed 
out in a February speech “that it 
would be impossible to properly 
assess the conduct of the Atomic 
Energy Commission’s affairs un- 
less Congress and the American 
people. had a pretty reliable idea 
of what our stockpile of atomic 
bombs is.” 

Must Weigh Benefits. 

“We must carefully weigh the 
benefits and any military disad- 
vantages that might come from 
divulging this information,” he 
continued. 

He added that he was making 
a study of this situation, as are 
some of his colleagues. 

President Truman has opposed 
making public any information 
on the number of bombs stock- 
piled.

NEW YORK, June 4 (AP)—The 
U. 8. government agents today 
swarmed over the ship on which 


Gearhart Eisler escaped, detained 
the captain and crew and sent lll 
passengers to Ellis Island for hear- 
ings. 

The Smmigration service served 
an order on the captain of the 
Polish liner Batory late tonight, 
directing him and all his 350 offi- 
cers and crewmen to stay on the 
ship for the duration of its stay 
in American waters. 

An immigration official said the 
order was a result of investigations 
aboard the ship tonight, when 
agents questioned the entire crew. 

The official said inspectors do- 
ing the questioning had recom- 
mended “no leave” for each of the 
crew—including the captain. 

An immigration inspector, asked 
if there was any “unusual” reason 
for the action, replied: “The Ba- 
tory has a bad record of wholesale 
ship-jumping by its crew.” 

Another said the crew had been 
questioned closely about member- 
ship in the Polish Workers Party. 

The liner, which carried 700 pas- 
sengers, was ‘boarded as soon as 
it docked on its first trip here and 
since the Eisler escape. 

The number of detentions was 
unusually large. Officials said 
from 12 to 20 would be normal 
for a ship of the Batory’s size. 

An immigration official said 
those detained would be taken to 
Ellis Island by barge. They will 
remain there at least over the 
week-end, as a special inquiry 
board is to start hearings Monday. 

Crying Babies on Deck. 

Crying babies and older men 
and women were among the pas- 
sengers lined up on the Batory’s 
promenade deck. Small children 
shuffled about impatiently. 

District Immigration Director 
Edward Shaughnessy said a ma- 
jority of those held were “of 
doubtful American citizenship.” 
He said they lacked documentary 
proof of citizenship but might be 
able to produce it at the hearings. 

Officials said others were de- 
tained for lack of bonds, traveling 
on visitors’ passports although 
not legitimate visitors, and other 
causes. : 

The 52-year-old Eisler, labeled 
America’s No, 1 Communist by the 
Un-American Activities Commit- 
tee, stowed away on the liner May 
6, jumping $23,500 bail. He had 
been convicted of contempt of 
Congress and of making false 
statements in applying for an ‘ex- 
port permit, but was free on bond, 
Deportation proceedings also were 
pending against him. 

Eisler was taken off the ship by 
British officials at Southampton 
May 14 at the urgent request of 
American authorities. A British 
court freed him May 27, holding 
he could not be extradited. Subse- 
quently, he went to Prague, and 
then to the eastern zone of Ger- 
many. He will take a professor- 
ship at Leipzig University, in the 
Russian zone. 

City Policemen Help. 

A squad of more than 30 city 
policemen joined others described 
only as “government men”—it was 
unknown whether they were from 
the FBI, immigration or customs— 
to guard the pier at which the 
Batory docked.

Western informants said the 
“area of agreement” between Rus- 
sia and the west consisted of this: 
Both sides accept the broad prin- 
ciples that the Kommandatura 
should be revived and that new 
city-wide elections should be held 
to choose an all-Berlin govern- 
ment. 

Acheson, British Foreign Sec- 
retary Ernest Bevin and Schuman 
were also reported exploring a 
hint dropped by Vishinsky a few 
days ago that he would consider 
giving more power to such a 
government. 

If only the question of who is 
to collect Berlin’s garbage were

Russia, knowing that it is. out- 
voted by the three western pow- 
ers, has expressed determination 
to cling to the veto. Under Rus- 
sian vetoes, four-power rule of 
the city finally collapsed, and 
Berlin became a dual city, a can- 
ker to the cause of world peace. 

Moreover, it is a question how 
far Vishinsky could go in meet- 
ing the conditions for free elec- 
tions, which western authorities 
say would go heavily against the 
Communists. 

Officials Still Disagree. 

It has not been an encouraging 
sign that the four Berlin sector 
commanders continue to disagree 
on settlement of the city’s rail- 
way strike.

—on another front of negotiation,

The deputy foreign ministers 
who have been handling this ques- 
tion submitted their findings to 
their ministers today.

‘nity to return to normal, thereby 
‘eliminating the craving for liquor, 
he said.

‘2,000,000 are seriously affected by 
it.

WASHINGTON, June 4 (AP)—| 


The personal and business papers 
of the Wright brothers have been 
given to the Library of Congress 
by the executors of the estate of 
Orville Wright, who died Jan. 30, 
1948. 

Announcing the gift today, the 
library said the executors have 
stipulated that until Jan, 1, 1960, 
their permission must be obtained 
for access to the papers. It will 
be granted to “any trained scholar 
or writer doing serious research.” 

Orville Wright and his elder 
brother, Wilbur, who died in 1912, 
discovered the means of heavier- 
than-air flight, making their first 
ascent at Kitty Hawk, N. C., Dec. 
17, 1903. 

Their papers cover a 67-year 
span of personal, business and 
scientific activities, the library 
said. They include diaries and 
notebooks ¢overing flight experi- 
ments from 1900 to 1910; Orville’s 
description of the first flight; let- 
ters and documents relating to 
the bitter controversy between Or- 
ville and the Smithsonian Insti- 
tution over credit for the Broth- 
ers’s work; records of their busi- 
ness enterprises and dealings with 
various governments; and many 
rare books and pamphlets from 
Orville’s personal library in his 
home at Dayton, O. 

The Smithsonian dispute was 
not settled completely until after 
Orville’s death. Orville sent the 
first airplane to a London museum 
in 1928. It was returned to this 
country only last year and now is 
displayed in the Smithsonian. 


ARSON ATTEMPT FAILS

NEW YORK, June 4 (AP)— 
The New York Stock Exchange 
has notified member brokerage 
firms they can reduce the initial 
margin required in new transac- 
tions from a minimum of $1000 to 
$500, effective Monday. 

The exchange amended it rules

Officers of the Stock Exchange 
were not available for comment 
today, the exchange being closed, 
in conformity with the summer 
schedule. The new ruling was 
taken in brokerage circles to be 
designed to create a broader in- 
terest in the stock market on the 
part of the public. Turnover has 
been at an ebb for months, and 
averages far under the 1,000,000 
shares daily which most brokers 
say is necessary for them to 
break even. 

Another move in the direction 
of stimulating business was taken 
several weeks ago by the Federal 
Reserve Board, which reduced the 
amount of margin required for 
regularly established accounts 
from 75 per cent of the purchase 
price to 50 per cent. © 

A margin account is one in 
which the buyer puts up.part of 
the purchase price of the stock, 
the broker putting up the re- 
mainder. In times past trading 
on margin has played an impor- 
tant part in Stock Exchange 
activity. 

Prior to easing of the margin 
requirements recently, Stock Ex- 
change officers blamed the high 
margin requirements for the lack 
of public interest in stocks and 
bonds. But lowering of the re- 
quirements has had little effect 
so far as volume is concerned.

ae Slowdown Due to 
Bad White House Staff 
Work and Dixiecrats— Re- 
publicans Are Jubilant.

WASHINGTON, June 4. 
F IVE months ago tomorrow President 


Truman outlined in person to a joint 

session of the new Eighty-first Congress 
the major items in his comprehensive Fair 
Deal program on which he and many 
Democratic members had been elected. To 
date, only a few of those promises have 
been translated into performance, but as 
Truman observed at a recent press confer- 


ence, his Administration will be in power 


for the next three and a half years. 

At his press conference Thursday, Tru- 
man said that his ‘‘must’’ program for this 
Congress—not the current session—includes 
all the recommendations he made in his 
state of the union, budget and economic 
addresses. Privately, he has said that his 
proposals will eventually be enacted, if not 
in the S8lst Congress, then in 82nd, 83rd, 
84th or 85th. 

Many of the President’s most zealous 
campaign supporters have voiced their great 
disappointment at the obvious lack of pro- 
gress so for. The Americans for Democratic 
Action, criticizing the Senate and House 
Democratic leaders, talk about a “‘flag of sur- 
render’ and “betrayal of the Democratic 
platform,” President Philip Murray of the 
CIO complained to Senate Majority Leader 
Scott W. Lucas about the failure to carry 
out the promise to repeal the Taft-Hartley 
Labor Law, to raise the hourly minimum 
wage and to extend the social security cov- 
eraze. 

Meanwhile the Republicans are jubilant, 
although their platform contained many 
planks generally similar to those in the 
Democratic platform. Chairman Hugh Scott 
exulted the other day: 

“No man ever made more promises to 
the American people than did Mr. Truman 
during the 1948 campaign. Never was 
so much promised to so many—and so 
little done about it.” 

The Dixiecrats, who opposed Truman at 
the Philadelphia convention and entered 
their own candidate in the election, just lay 
low and join with the Republicans when 
the most important items are in committee 
or up for a vote. They definitely hold 
the balance of power in the Senate, and 
can on occasions, such as on labor legis- 
lation and probably on the minimum wage, 
determine what the House will approve, 
reject or compromise. 


Truman Administration 
Not Helped by Senate Rules. 


The Southern Democratic — Republican 
coalition is the principal reason for the 
present lack of positive performance. An- 
other factor that ties in with the coalition 
is the Senate rules permitting filibusters, 
which the Truman Administration succeeded 
only in modifying, noterepealing, last winter. 

A third factor is inept staff work at 
the White House, including timing of 
definite proposals, Truman’s fear of tres- 
passing on what he thinks are the legis- 
lative prerogatives, and his shooting- 
from-the-hip remarks. 

In his acceptance speech at Philadelphia, 
after enumerating the similarities in the 
Democratic and Republican platforms, Tru- 
man asserted that if there were “‘any real- 
ity” in the Republican platform, “‘they could 
do the job in 15 days” in the extra session 
of the Eightieth Congress. But that was 
campaign talk and campaign tactics. He got 
virtually nothing from that special session, 
and made the most of that fact in his 
whistle-stop campaign. 

He interpreted his victory in that cam- 
paign as a mandate for all he had promised, 
though in fact, some of his promises were 
in generalities, such as his farm subsidy 
program that required months of study be- 
fore it was finally drafted by Agriculture 
Secretary Charles F, Brannan and his na- 
tional health insurance plan, on which hear- 
ings are just being scheduled. 

The accompanying box score on the first 
session of the present Congress lists the 
proposed legislation Truman emphasized 
most frequently in his campaign and about 
which he made his most definite promises. 
Some items, like extension of civil rights, 
increase of minimum hourly wages, exten- 


sion of social security coverage, federal aid | 


to education, housing loans and subsidies 
and parity subsidies to farmers were also 
included in the.Republican platform and 
promised by Thomas E. Dewey. The Re- 
publicans also favored, though less spe- 
cifically, continued economic aid: to Europe, 
and Dewey wanted something like the At- 
lantic Security Pact. 

Because of the similarities in the Demo- 
cratic and Republican platforms there was 
talk, at the beginning of Truman’s elected 
term, of a “honeymoon” in which a large 
part of the Administration’s program would 
be quickly approved by Congress. As this 
correspondent pointed out in January, how- 
ever, the “honeymoon” was not expected to 
last six months, and Truman would have 
to put the force of his position as President 
and as head of the Democratic party behind 
specific legislation if he wanted to make 


‘a record of performance. 


Only recently, however, has such White 
House pressure been evident. After Lucas 
had indicated following a White House 
conference that the only “must” legisla- 
tion before adjournment, tentatively set 
for July 31 or early August, was ratifica- 
tion of the Atlantic Pact, extension of the 
reciprocal trade agreement law and re- 
peal of the Taft-Hartley Act, President 
Truman told a press conference last week

We No Longer Need Franco, 
But Washington Lobby for 
Spanish Leader Is Active

| ore TRUMAN’S firm declaration last Thursday that he is opposed 


to an Export-Import Bank loan to Spain turns the publie spotlight on a full-

Despite the President’s stand, the pro-Franco apologists are expected to press at 
a quickened pace their demand for diplomatic recognition, a huge loan to bolster 
Spain’s tottering economy, and other favors. 


In intensity and resourcefulness, the new 
Franco lobby is comparable to the perennial 
real estate lobby and zealous intervention- 
in-China pressure group. And to date it 
has relied for one of its most potent argu- 
ments on the premise that the cold war 
with Russia makes Spain indispensable in 
terms of military strategy. 

As in most lobbies, however, some special 
interests appear to be at stake, although 
virtually hidden in the flood of lofty phrases

Having ruled Spain out as a military ne- 
cessity, the Pentagon strategists are even 
less impressed with the contention that it 
would be politically expedient to give Franco 
full diplomatic recognition. On the contrary, 
there is general military agreement with the 
State Department view that such recognition 
by the United States would be hailed as a 
stunning propaganda victory for the Com- 
munists. It would, they believe, serve as a 
shot in the arm to Communist agitators in 
the Western European countries and 
throughout the world. Liberals everywhere, 
they are convinced, would be revolted by the 
coddling of a totalitarian regime carried to 
power by the planes and tanks of the Nazis 
and maintained by a ruthless dictator

through suppression of free elections and 
democratic liberties. 

But, it is further argued by recognition 
advocates, suppose civil war breaks out once 
more in Spain and it goes Communistic? 
Should we not bolster its crumbling economy 
to prevent any such possibility? 

The Government view on this is non. 
‘alarmist, It is pointed out that countries 
like Italy and France did not go Communist 
once they were freed from the Fascist grip. 
Spain, with a predominantly Catholic popu- 
lation, is even less apt to swing to the far 
left. 

Moreover, our military men know that 
Franco's government, far from being the 
“*stable’’ regime commended by Representa- 
tive Gossett of Texas—unless reference was 
meant to the kind of temporary stability al- 
‘ways molded by dictators—is actually weak 
underneath the gaudy pinnings. They are 
aware that Franco is seeking to save his 
regime, not through mere diplomatic recog- 
nition by Western powers, but by the nat- 
ural results that would flow from recogni- 
tion. Franco warfts an American Ambassa- 
dor in Madrid chiefly as a necessary pre- 
requisite to a huge Export-Import Bank 
loan, Marshall Plan aid, and _ reciprocal 
trade. 

In the notable absence of any military or 
State Department pressure for recognition, 
with both political and military expediency 
refuted on pragmatic and moral grounds, 
what are the forces pressing for recognition? 

In brief, as seen at close range in the 

capital, they appear to add up to (1) 
Franco's own self-serving missionaries in 
this country, (2) economic pressure ap- 
pealing especially to Southern Representa- 
tives, (3) sincere religious elements that 
feel that Franco’s anti-Communism out- 
weighs any unfavorable considerations, 
(4) paid professional lobbyists.

Don’t Outlaw, Out-talk 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Although there has been lengthy 
newspaper comment on the Supreme 
Court decision in the Arthur W. Ter- 
miniello casé, it seems to me that an im- 
portant point has been overlooked—i. e., 
that democracy’s defenders must re- 
double their efforts to prevent ex- 
tremists of the Terminiello variety from 
capturing the minds of the American 
citizens. 

I heartily agree with the Supreme 
Court decision that we must not outlaw 
@ speech which “stirs the public to 
anger, invites dispute, brings about a 
condition of unrest ...” Such action 
would outlaw free speech itself. 

On the other hand, this does not mean 
that democratic people must become the 
helpless prey of all kinds of extremists. 
It simply means that hard as the ex- 
treme Rightists (such as Terminiello) 
or the extreme Leftists (such as mem- 
bers of the Communist party) work to 
gain adherents, those who believe in 
democracy must work harder. 

The prize to be won is the minds of 
the American people. Our problem, 
then, is not one of legislation. A law 
may force ‘people to say they believe in 
such-and-such, but no law can force 
them to believe it. 

As an old English couplet aptly puts 

it: 

“How few of all the ills that human 
hearts endure 

The part that kings or law can 
cause or cure.” 

Our problem, instead, is alerting the 

American people to the danger of the 

extremist doctrines, informing them of 

the extremist measures which men like 

Terminiello have supported, guiding 

them away from the extremes along the 

broad, democratic path. 

It is only through out-talking, not out- 
lawing, the opposition, that democracy 


can hope to survive.

No P.R. for St. Louis 


We sincerely hope that the Board of Free- 
holders does not attempt to inflict upon St. Louis 
that system of voting known as proportional rep- 
resentation. P. R. bears a large share of re- 
sponsibility for the decay of parliamentarianism 
in Europe. It has been a failure in the United 
States. 

The underlying purpose of P. R. has a sur- 
face plausibility. As stated by Victor D. Bran- 
non of the Governmental Research Institute, it 
is intended to give minority groups representa- 
tion on elected bodies in proportion to their 
numerical strength. In doing so, however, it 
encourages a multiplicity of political parties, 
causes crippling and dishonorable compromises 
and the impairment of party responsibility. 

Many examples could be cited from the po- 
litical history of Europe. Here is a typical re- 
cent one: In postwar Bavaria, the Christian 
Democratic party, which polled the largest vote 
under P.R., yet could not command a majority 
in the Legislature. To get a majority, it made 
a deal with a small political group headed by 
one Alfred Loritz, an adventurer who uses Hit- 
ler techniques. This man was taken into the 
Government, as the price of his support, and 
given the powerful post of de-Nazification Min- 
ister. He used it unscrupulously. This is the 
kind of compromise which P.R. invites. 

Mr. Brannon, in listing the advantages and 
disadvan‘tc"es of P.R., did his best to approach 
the subject cispassionately. But he was com- 
pelled to say that P. R. leads to party disintegra- 
tion and that “it is difficult for any one group 
to obtain a majority and carry out a consistent 
party policy.” As to the mechanics of this type 
of voting, Mr. Brannon had a difficult time 
making even a well-informed audience under- 
stand how it works. Under P.R., many ballots 
are wasted because people cannot figure out how 
to mark them. 

New York City tried P. R. and gave it up after 
10 years of unhappy experiment. At the first 
election after it was employed, the City Council 
contained 13 Democrats, three Republicans, three 
Fusionists, five American laborites and two “in- 
surgent” Democrats. The splinter parties equalled 
the majority party in total strength. Later, P. R. 
was responsible for Communist membership in 
the City Council. It took 28 days after that first 
election to count the ballots and to find out 
who won or lost. 

Despite all its shortcomings, the two-party Sys- 
tem has worked well for America, both on a 
national and local level, just as it has worked 
well in Britain. We do not have the instability 
common to French and prewar German parlia- 
ments, where the tenure of Prime Ministers and 
Governments was as insecure as a leaf in autumn. 
As for minority representation, we already have 
it under our two party system, as a study of 
Congress will show. In St. Louis, without P. R., 
we have three Negroes on the Board of Alder- 
men, aS well as representatives of other minor- 
ity groups. 

Of course, the Board of Freeholders must 
listen to all kinds of ideas as to the composi- 
tion of the new Charter, but its sensible mem- 
bership is hardly likely to adopt half-baked 
ideas that would harm rather than improve city 
administration. P.R. is one of those ideas. 
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How to Live on 31.02 Monthly? 


Before the Missouri Senate passes the House- 
approved welfare appropriations, it should look 
carefully into the question of state needs and the 
extent to which they would go unmet under the 
House bills. 

Proctor N. Carter, Director of the State Divi- 
sion of Welfare, says that the allotments au- 
thorized by. the House are $19,757,916 short of 
the total required to carry on social security in 
Missouri for the next two years, beginning in 
July. According to this responsible state offi- 
cial, the relief requests, which are paid with 
state funds, will guarantee only 55 per cent of 
the actual needs of those who ask relief. 

Even this does not present, in full the serious- 
ness of the situation. Director Carter’s statis- 
tics show that about 46 per cent of all recipients 
who receive relief live by themselves, chiefly on 
the relief funds they get. Since the average 
monthly relief payment is only $31.02, how they 
live is something the Legislature should look 
into and report on to the people of Missouri. 

The choice at Jefferson City is between pro- 
viding decently for welfare requirements at the 
regular session and returning to the State Cap- 
itol later to make up for what the legislators 
did not do, even though the needs were clearly 
spelled out by the facts. 
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Byron Dietrich and Lady Luck 

Quiet, austere Byron Dietrich has won no local 
fame around the Post-Dispatch office as a gam- 
bler, though he has worked on this newspaper 
for more than 39 years. Yet, it was he, rather 
than our staff experts at gin rummy, poker, dice 
and bridge, who came up with the second prize 
in the Irish Hospital Sweepstakes. Mr. Dietrich 
put up $2.50 and won $40,300 on Amour Drake, 
which finished a very close second in the Eng- 
lish Derby. If Amour Drake’s whiskers had been 
a little longer, Mr. Dietrich would have won the 
first prize of $100,750. 

There is nothing in Bachelor Dietrich’s past to 
account for this bestowal upon him of the favors 
of Lady Luck. Perhaps that’s it. Careful re- 
search shows that Mr. Dietrich has never been 
involved with Rita Hayworth, Ann Sheridan or 
even Gypsy Rose Lee. -To make the comparison 
more nearly fit Mr. Dietrich’s era, he never had 
a date with-Mary Pickford, Theda Bara or Lil- 
lian Gish. -In facf, there have been practically 
no women in Mr. Dietrich’s life until Lady Luck 
embraced him. 

What has engrossed Mr. Dietrich are his du- 
ties in the Post-Dispatch office. These duties, 
on occasion, have been far from routine. For 
example, St. Louis knows about his single-handed 
battle against the swarms of starlings that once 
infested the Post-Dispatch roof. Often, Mr. Die- 
trich was on the verge of defeat. His dummy 
owls, installed on window sills, did not frighten 
the pesky birds. They perched contemptuously 
on the owls’ heads. But in the end Mr. Dietrich 
air-hosed the birds from the Post-Dispatch roof 
to the Union Electric roof. (Editor’s note.—This, 
however, does not exactly mean that Mr. Diet- 
rich bears animus toward public utilities.)

That kindly thought has given him a return 


of 1,611,900 per cent on his investment. The 
moral to be drawn is that personal rectitude and 
charitable impulses often bring the darndest re- 
wards. 
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Germany’s Press in Danger 
Press control laws almost as severe as those 
of the Nazis may again become the rule in 
Germany. And with American approval! One. 
such measure already has been enacted by the 
Legislature of Bremen. It prohibits the publica- 


tion of anything and everything which would 


“weaken the power of the German Reich in its 
foreign or domestic relations,” anything that 
would go against “the common will of the Ger- 
man people, German fighting power, culture or 
economy,” and anything not in accord with 
“German honor and dignity.” 

Difficult as it is to believe, this law is the 
result of a directive of the American Military 
Government. It was proper enough to require 
the various German Laender to adopt statutes 
guaranteeing the freedom of the press. Such 
laws were held to be essential preliminaries to 
the relinquishment of the licensing power under 
which papers could be started only with ap- 
proval of the Military Government. 

The quoted provisions of the Bremen law, 
however, hardly meet American standards, at 
least not if those are to be judged by the Con- 
stitution. Yet they were accepted by American 
authorities, according to the New York Times, 
with the explanation that the law did contain 
“fundamental guarantees,”’ and because the cited 
provisions were deemed “not sufficiently dan- 
gerous to warrant withholding approval.” 

Unfortunately, this is not the only threat to 
the freedom of postwar, democratic papers in 
Germany. Most of these are housed in plants 
which were the property of Nazi publishers be- 
fore the war. Under American regulations, these 
properties can eventually be regained by the 
former owners if they are cleared by the de- 
Nazification courts. It is a pretty good bet that, 
if this crowd again regains control of its former 
properties, the German press will hardly be 
democratic even in name. 

As Werner Friedmann of Munich’s Sued- 
deutsche Zeitung and Johann Wilhelm Naumann 
of the Augsburger Tagespost have pointed out 
on recent visits to the United States, many of 
the postwar publishers do not have the means 
to acquire immediate title to the properties they 
are using. In many cases, the de-Nazified own- 
ers are unwilling to sell. And it is virtually im- 
possible to build a new publishing plant under 
prevailing conditions. There is, therefore, a real 
danger that most of Germany’s democratic news- 
papers may be put out of business in the next 
three or four years. That would be a tragedy. 

It is hard to see how it can be averted except 
through the intervention of the occupation au- 
thorities. German politicians simply are not ac- 
customed to a free press. Some of the best 
of them smart under its criticism. Few will 
lift a hand in defense of the critics. And as the 
Bremen law shows, many are inclined to move 
actively against them. 

If it is tolerated, the victims of the new 
repression will be the men who were selected, 
because of their clear and courageous anti-Nazi 
records, to lead the German mind into the paths 
of democratic thinking. That is why the offen- 
sive sections of the Bremen law should be re- 


pealed. 
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Of Plumbers and Paint Brushes 


In a fruitless effort to kill an ancient joke, 
a master plumber in Boston says that plumbers 
are no more forgetful than other people. They 
have to go back to the shop for more tools and 
parts, he says, simply because a plumber cannot 
carry around the more than 3000 items that a 
plumbing business requires. 

The plumber joke never was hilariously fun- 
ny, because it grew out of. wastes that always 
cost somebody dearly. Anyone who has paid a 
plumber’s bill knows that there is waste of la- 
bor. Manufacturers must charge more for many 
items produced in small quantities than for fewer 
items in large quantities. The large, varied and 
slow-moving parts inventory of jobbers and 
contractors runs up their costs and prices. 

If this situation were peculiar to plumbing, the 
joke would be funnier, but it prevails in many 
other parts of a house. As long ago as 1923, 
Herbert Hoover’s Commission on Waste found 
that producers were keeping 139 sizes of paint 
brushes in open stock, 1500 patterns of lock 
hardware, 19,238 different valves and pipe fit- 
tings, etc. Organized public and private efforts 
have made some headway toward standardiza- 
tion since then, but fairly recent reports still 
speak of 20 different types of locks and 200 to 
300 sizes and kinds of interior doors. And the 
statement that a plumber requires more than 
3000 items is right up to date. 

Irrational duplication of parts is one symptom 
of sickness in a building industry organized on 
a custom-built basis. Taken altogether, the lack 
of standardization is a stiff cost item in every 
house that is built. Let those who can find a 
joke in anything that runs up the cost of hous- 


ing nowadays.

The detailed inwardness of Goethe’s writings 
will continue, no doubt, to be mainly the con- 
cern of specialists. His main ideas, however, 
are accessible to everybody. If the gathering at 
Aspen, which will celebrate the 200th anniversary 
of the birth of the Weimar sage, can promote 
their circulation, it will indeed be—as it 
hopes to convention of the humanities.

How Weather Men Go Wrong 


Cleve Hallenbeck, a Former Forecaster, in the American Scholar 


At the beginning of the twentieth cen- 
tury, the forecasts of our Weather Bureau 
were not less than 85 per cent accurate. 
They are not better than that today. 

That official average is somewhat padded, 
but even a genuine 85 per cent is not satis- 


factory. Where anything of consequence is 


involved, the individual cannot afford to 
take so large a risk as this. The Western 
fruit-grower cannot afford to risk being 
caught off guard by a freeze; the trucker, 
starting off with a truckload of perish- 
able vegetables, must still go equipped to 
protect them from any weather. 

A verification average of 85 per cent is 
not 85 per cent as good as one of 100 per 
cent would be. It is not one-twentieth as 
good. Similarly, 90 per cent is more than 
5 per cent better than 85 per cent. It is 
33 per cent better, for it reduces the ele- 
ment of uncertainty by one third. 


Their Scores Are Padded 


I have said that the average is padded. 


If rain is predicted, a.mere trace (a single 
drop, in fact) is sufficient to verify the 
forecast. But if fair weather is called for, 
02 inch of rain must fall to defeat the 
forecast. A thin drizzle may continue for 
half a day without totaling .02 inch. If 
colder or warmer is called for, a change of, 
only two degrees in the right direction is 
sufficient; but if the forecast calls for 
“little change in temperature,” it requires 
an eight-degree change in summer, 10 de- 
grees in spring and fall, and 12 in winter, 
to defeat that forecast. 

It is possible, then, for two entirely dif- 
ferent forecasts to be verified. If one, for 
example, calls for “fair tonight and tomor- 
row with little change in temperature,” and 
the other for “rain and colder tonight and 
tomorrow,” it is easily possible for each to 
score 100 per cent. Such deception is un- 
worthy of a scientific institution. 

Moreover, the official rating is greatly 
boosted by periods of fair, equable weather. 
A forecast for every day of the year of 
“fair with little change in temperature” 
would score 75 to 95 per cent, depending 
upon the part of the country. An equally 
high score can be attained by forecasting 
the kind of weather we are having today. 


But it is changes in the weather of 
which the average individtal most desires 
to be advised—and in foretelling: changes 
the accuracy is quite low. I doubt that, for 
the country as a whole, forecasts of rain 
and snow are accurate half the time. In my 
best year, with an average score of 88.5 per 
cent, only 46 per cent of my rain forecasts 
hit the mark. 


The Elusive Cold Wave 


The prediction of large temperature 
changes is equally difficult, especially in 
the West. Last winter, for the first time 
in 13 years, a cold wave was correctly fore- 
cast for my vicinity. With that one excep- 
tion, every cold wave arrived without warn- 
ing other than the often-used forecast of 
“colder,” and sometimes without even that. 
I might add that for the first six of those 
13 years I was doing the forecasting. 

can guess at the weather for tomor- 
row, and the mathematics of probability 
will give one 50 per cent accuracy. If a 
man possesses some knowledge of local 
weather signs and of the usual sequence of 
weather conditions, he can boost his grade 


to 75 per cent or better. I have known old- 


timers who could score 80 per cent, within 
a few points of the official forecaster. 


In some districts, rain occasionally can 
be forecast with the certainty that it will 
occur, For most of the country, this is not 
true. Not once in 26 years was I able té 
say with certainty that rain would occur. 
Only 11 times were the chances of rain as 
high as nine out of 10. 


Why Not Quote the Odds? 


With this fact in mind, I introduced 
into my forecasts what since has been 
called “the confidence factor,” which stated 
the probability of rain in percentages. Thus, 
the statement that “the probability of rain 
is 45 per cent” meant that 45 times in 100 
the then existing type of weather map 
would produce rain within the next 36 
hours, 

This form of forecast became popular 
among my clientele, who thereby knew just 


what chances they were taking. Such op-- 


erations as spraying and alfalfa cutting 
were suspended when the probability of 
rain was as high as 50 per cent, but irri- 
gation was not stopped unless the probabil- 
ity of rain was greater than 65 per cent. 
Since there is an element of uncertainty in 
a majority of the forecasts issued, the pub- 
lic should be advised of its magnitude. 

To illustrate further: for about 225 days 
of the year, fair weather is predicted. The 
public knows that rain or snow not infre- 
quently comes on a fair weather forecast: 
therefore, there is an element of uncertain- 
ty in every such forecast. Yet there are 
about 150 occasions when fair weather can 
be foretold with absolute certainty. Why 
not give the public the benefit of this as- 
surance? 

A discouraging fact is that the most 
learned meteorologist is frequently not the 
most proficient forecaster. During my ca- 
reer, I saw one promising avenue after an- 
other open up, only to prove a cul-de-sac. 
The latest was the “polar front theory,” 
along with “air mass analysis” in its appli- 
cation. Although it has been under test in 
this country for more than 10 years, it has 
thus far failed to raise the accuracy of 
weather predictions 1 per cent. ~— 


Suggestion for Improvement 


The airplane, the pilot balloon and the 
radiosonde enable the Weather Bureau to 
obtain data on upper air conditions. The 
weather map now is practically three-di- 
mensional, but to date it has yielded no 
appreciable benefits to any industry other 
than commercial aviation. 

During 26 years, my batting average rose 
about 4 per cent. A miserable showing— 
only one-sixth of 1 per cent per year. Nev- 
ertheless, it was an advance. I attribute 
it not to new developments in meteorology 
but to experience in forecasting for qne 
limited area, and my patient search for ul- 
timate factors that affected the weather 
of this region. These factors often were so 
remote, in time or in distance, that only 
long experience revealed them. At that, I 
probably did not discover a tenth of the 
“remote controls” of the local weather. 

I am convinced that the only way in 
which any appreciable improvement in the 
accuracy of weather forecasts can be at- 
tained is to assign each forecaster to a 
limited territory, and keep him there. He 
should have a younger understudy,’ and 
upon his death or retirement, this under- 
study should succeed him and be given 
an understudy of his own. Thus each fore- 
caster would acquire the accumulated 
weather wisdom of all his predecessors.

A program drafted by Churchill 
at the Hague Congress’ was 
brought to the attention of the 
Brussels Pact countries last fall 
by delegates of France and Bel- 
gium. A committee was appoint- 
ed to study the question of polit- 
ical unity for Europe. Its report 
resulted in the elaboration of a 
statute covering purposes, frame- 
work and administmtion. On in- 
vitation, the five countries of the 
Western European Union were 
joined as charter members by five 
other governments — Italy, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Denmark and the 
Irish Republic. 

WEU itself grew out of a com- 
bination of Belgium, The Nether- 
lands and Luxembourg in a part- 
nership known as Benelux. Bene- 
lux started in 1944 as a mere cus- 
toms union, but furnished an ex- 
ample of international co-opera- 
tion. When the issue of European 
defense became critical, Benelux 
was selected as the core of the 
Western European Union, which 
was formed by the addition of the 
United Kingdom and _ France, 
under a treaty signed at Brussels 
on March 17, 1948. 

The key passage of the London 
statute setting up the Council of 
Europe is Article III, which or- 
dains that “every member of the 
Council of Europe must accept 
the principles of the rule of law 
and of the enjoyment by all per- 
sons within its jurisdiction of 
human rights and fundamental 
freedoms.” 

For structural purposes, the 
Council is divided into three parts, 
one of which is a permanent sec- 
retariat. The Committee of Minis- 
ters has one delegate from each 
member state. Then there is a 
Consultative Assembly, represent- 
ing all the participating govern- 
ments and chosen according to 
population. The allotment of dele- 
gates is as follows: France, Italy 
and the United Kingdom, 18 each; 
Belgium, The Netherlands and 
Sweden, 6 each; Denmark, Norway 
and the Irish Republic, 4 each; 
and Luxembourg, 3. 

Way Open for Others. 


With a view to recruiting fur- 
ther members, Article IV of the 
statute declares that “any Euro- 
pean state, which is deemed to be 
willing and able to fulfill the pro- 
visions of Article III, may be in- 
vited by the Committee of Minis- 
ters to become a member of the 
Council of Europe.

NAZARETH, Israel, June 4 (AP). 
HE Arab refugee from Israel 
has practically nothing left 
here to which he could return, 
whatever the outcome of world 
discussions as to his fate. There 
is no tendency to belittle the hu- 
manitarian problem, but neither is 
there any serious belief in Israel 
that the answer to that problem 
will be found inside the new Jew- 
ish state.

There is no in- 
tention to bar Arabs, or deal un- 
justly with the 75,000 of them who 
are here, but they do not consti- 
tute the chief problem.

Those who watch the political 
balance of the Jewish state 
wonder to what extent this' may 
reflect a political trend in all the 
Arab refugee centers. 

With refugee Arabs packed 
into every possible living space, 
Nazareth is swollen from _ its 
normal 7000 to 8000 population to 
more than 20,000. Although the 
Communist party polled less than 
three per cent of the total popular 
vote in Israel’s legislative elec- 
tions. The Communist vote in 
Arab Nazareth was 50.8 per cent. 

Communism in Nazareth is not 
strongly ideological; nor, so far, 
is it actively pro-Russian, but 
members of the party parade the 
bustling little market streets under 
the Red flag with the hammer 
and sickle.

Defense Emphasis Likely. 

The Chinese Communists, these 
experts estimate, can develop an 
army which will “discourage” any 
foreign power from militarily in- 
vading China. In the event of 
war such a Chinese Communist 
army would also be considered 
capable of overrunning much of 
Southeast Asia. But China’s mili- 
tary capabilities during the next 
decades will be largely defensive, 
regardless of who runs the coun- 
ry. 

Modern global warfare is pos- 
sible only for an industrialized 
society. And of all the major 
powers China is technically the 
most backward. By comparison in 
Asia, India is far more developed. 

Chinese industrial development 
on a par with western Europe 
and America can hardly be ex- 
pected before the end of this cen- 
tury. By that time it is assumed 
Russia and the United States 
may have settled their differences 
either by peaceful or forceful 
means. 

Until China is industrialized it 
is expected that it will lack the 
two essentials for modern aggres- 
sive war—a large air force and 
navy. A nucleus for Chinese air 
and naval power has been created 
through the efforts of the United 
States and to a lesser extent 
Britain. 

Navy and Air Force. 


Today the largest unit of the 
Chinese navy is the cruiser Chung- 
king, which the British presented 
to China last year. Most other 
combat units of the Chinese navy 
are destroyer escorts. They were 
turned over to China by the United 
States in a postwar deal which 
gave the Chinese government 273 
small American vessels. The crews 
were largely trained by England

Such 
representatives could keep the 
Russians informed and advise the 
Chinese military as they did with 
the Nationalists early during the 
war with Japan. The advisers 
could forestall the Chinese invit- 
ing in technicians of other coun- 
tries. 

Among Western military men in 
China there are even some who 
with the Russians would attempt 
to train and equip the Chinese 
armies. But as one bitter officer 
remarks, “The Russians probably 
wouldn’t be that dumb.” These 
men suspect that as thanks for 
such an effort the Soviets might 
reap the same antagonism and 
misunderstanding that has plagued 
the United States.

The Good Life. 

Stockholm is the good life. So 
is Sweden. They are what 135 
years of uninterrupted peace, in- 
dustry, financial astuteness and 
neutrality can build. They are a 
glimpse of what European man 
might have achieved in this cen- 
tury had he devoted his treasure 
and energies to peaceful rather 
than belligerent pursuits. 

However, Stockholm and Swed- 
en and the Swedes, lying as they 
do within rocket missile range of 
a Baltic coastline occupied by 
their oldest enemy, Russia, are 
afraid. 

It all goes back, apparently, to 
Charles XII, last of Sweden’s war- 
rior kings who gave Swedes good 
cause to fear Russia. In its own 
formal park at the edge of the 
fountain -cooled Kungstradgarden 
stands a statute of Charles, a 
heroic, hatless curly-headed figure 
looking amazingly like a younger 
pre-Hollywood Leopold Stokowski 
about to urge an orchestra into 
new fury.

Between 1719 and 1721 Sweden 
lost its possessions in Germany 
and on the Baltic. Then it lost 
Finland. It fought its last war 
in 1814 and thereafter turned its 
wealth and energies to rearing 
cities without slums, building 
schools and hospitals, developing 
industries and exploiting its agri- 
culture, its forests and its rich 
iron deposits. 

Profit in Neutrality. 

In 1905 Sweden relinquished 
Norway without a struggle and 
this land-locked country has 
looked inward rather than out- 
ward ever since. In the two great 
wars of this century Sweden 
found neutrality possible and prof- 
itable, winding up the last one 
with nearly $700,000,000 in gold 
and dollars in its coffers and no 
foreign debts. 

In the hope of again escaping 
devastation, occupation and war’s 
resultant physical and moral mis- 
eries, Sweden refused to join the 
Atlantic pact. To have done so, 
it argued, might have provoked 
Russia to aggression either 
against Sweden or against neigh- 
boring Finland. :

Pursuit of a Beast 
and an Idea 


By THOMAS B. SHERMAN

HE central character in Wal- 
Tee: Van Tilburg Clark’s new 

novel “The Track of the 
Cat” (Random House) is a pan- 
ther. This mountain killer en- 
ters the story in the very first 
sentence when the cries of fright- 
ened cattle like “‘muted horns a 
little out of tune’’ are borne from 
the nearby mountains to the 
Bridges ranch house in the val- 
ley. From then on the pursuit 
of the cat is both an offensive 
against a specific enemy and a 
struggle with the forces of evil 
whith the animal has come to 
symbolize. 


Each member of the Bridges 
family is affected by the maraud- 
ing panther according to his na- 
ture. None of them, perhaps, 
would have regarded the beast 
as anything more than a danger- 
ous but wholly natural menace 
if it hadn’t been for the presence 
of Joe Sam, an ancient, dried up 
Indian who does the meaner 
chores about the place. To Joe 
Sam, beset with pristine tribal 
memories, the ‘‘black panther as 
big as a horse” is a sort of god, 
essentially evil and with the pow- 
er to bring evil to every kind of 
creature. Nobody, at first, ac- 
cepts this demonology as any- 
thing more than the mutterings 
of a simple savage. Even Arthur, 
with his poetic tolerance of 
things unseen and values that 
cannot be measured, does little 
more than admit that the old 
man may be speaking the truth 
in parables. And Curt, the eld- 
est, seems wholly immune to such 
nonsense. But when Arthur’s 
lifeless body, bearing the marks 
of the beast, is brought back from 
the mountains tied to a horse 
the shadows deepen in every- 
body’s mind, hidden fears come 
out into the open, rational he- 
havior gives way to unbridled 


ill will and reproaches. 
Crees beneath a rocky ledge 

now pursues the beast in a 
wild, unseasonable snow storm. 
He has three days’ rations, plen- 
ty of ammunition, a superb con- 
fidence in his skill as a hunter 
and a determination to have it 
out with the cat once and for all. 
Like the panther Curt is an ef- 
ficient animal. But unlike the 
panther he has a mind and it is 
the imaginative properties of his 
mind that finally undo him. The 
pursuer, who starts the hunt with 
sanguinary zest, gradually be- 
om the pursued. He loses his 
bearings. He forgets his dwind- 
ling food supplies in a shallow 
cave and goes back only to find 
them torn to pieces and carried 
off. Hunger slows his steps. He 
stumbles frequently and falls in 
the snow. But worse than every- 
thing is the growing conviction 
that the cat is now stalking him 
with methodical cunning and is 
ready to leap upon him the first 
time his attention fails or he is 
down too Iong. 

Ironically enough Curt never 
sees the cat but once and that on 
the first day when he shoots at 
him and misses. The shadow that

he seems to see on a distant 
promontory or skulking among 
the trees may be the cat or may 
be only the shadow of fear. When 
the panther is finally killed by 
Harold, the younger brother and 
the old Indian, the beast is not 
really black and he’s not as big 
as a horse.

bolic design. It is apparent that 
the presence of the cat stirs a 
sense of guilt in each member 
of the Bridges family. But since 
the nature of each one’s burden 
—so far as any specific disclos- 
ures are concerned—¥is no heavier 
than that of most human beings, 
the excessively detailed  treat- 
ment almost breaks the backbone 
of the narrative. 

So the novel, in my opinion, 
is but partly successful though 
it’s a serious try by a writer of 
power, sensibility and an as- 
sured command of the language.

New Edition of Remarkable 
Nostradamus Prophecies 


THE COMPLETE PROPHECIES OF 
NOSTRADAMUS, Translated, Edited 
and Interpreted by Henry C. 
Roberts. (Nostradamus, Inc., New 
York, 350 pgs., $3.00). 

ICHEL DE NOTREDAME, 

or Nostradamus, French as- 

trologer of Jewish origin, 
lived just under 63 years (13 De- 
cember 1503-2 July 1566), be- 

ginning his intellectual life as a 

student of humanity and philos- 

ophy and then proceeding to a 

degree in medicine (1529). Asa 

medical doctor he won great dis- 
tinction at both Aix-le-Provence 
and Lyons by his toil during out- 
breaks of the plague. But the 
work that makes him known 
widely today is his “‘Prophecies,”’ 
published in 1555 as ‘‘Centuries”’ 

(there are 10 groups of 100 qua- 

trains each, plus fragments of 

two other groups). 

Catherine de’ Medici took 
pleased notice of this work, and 
in 1558 Nostradamus published 
an enlarged edition dedicated to 
the king. When some of these 
“True Prophecies or Prognostica- 
tions’’ apparently came _ true, 
Charles IX signalized Nostra- 
damus’s enhanced influence by 
naming him physieian in ordi- 
nary. 


Not since 1672 has there been 
a complete English edition of the 
**Prophecies.”’ Mr. Roberts, a 
bookseller - bibliophile, possessor 
of a great collection of Nostra- 
damus first editions, student of 
mystic and occult literature, and 
president of Nostradamus, Ince. 
(dedicated to spreading the Nos- 
tradamus message), has prepared 
from that rare volume this new 
edition, In it, the original French 
faces the fresh translation on 
double-column pages, each qua- 
train followed by a succinct in- 
terpretation by Mr. Roberts, who, 
according to the jacket blurb, “‘is 
regarded by many as Nostra- 
damus Redivivus.’’ 


As T. DeGarancieres said in 
the 1672 edition, this is ‘‘a work 


of curiosity and learning.’ Nos- 
tradamus seems to have had a 
pretty clear prevision of numer- 
ous events that were to come 
true or be imminent hundreds 
of years after him—atomic war- 
fare, war with Russia, the re- 
turn of Hitler, cataclysmic de- 
struction of great cities, etc. It 
is possible to pick up this book 
scoffingly and read in it long 
enough to be uneasily amazed.

Negotiations Open June 
15 for Fourth Round 
Wage Boost—Workers 
Can Walk Out July 16.

WASHINGTON, June 4—The im- 
mediate future doesn’t seem any 
too cheery in the steel industry, 
which is ‘the very heart of the 
national economy. 

In the first place, a national 
steel strike on July 16 seems to 
be more than a mere possibility. 
Negotiations between th. CIO and 
U> ited States Steel for a fourth 
round wage increase, plus pension 
and social security benefits, open 
in Pittsburgh June 15. If these 
negotiations: bog down, the steel 
workers under the terms of their 
contract can pull the pin a month 
later. 

The day has passed when steel 
or any other industry can grant 
a wage inarease and expect to get 
it back with interest from the 
consumer in higher prices. Resist- 
ance of the steel industry to in- 
creased labor costs will be tougher 
this month than it has been for 
years. 

Strike in Prospect. 

Associates of Philip Murray, 
head of the CIO Steel Workers, 


are of the private opinion that. 


they will have to strike the indus- 
try before the 1949 negotiations 
can be conclvded. 

Quite apart from the strike pros- | 
pect, the decline in steel produc- 
tion in the last several weeks is 
causing some v-oncern.

That’s 
much too late. You remember 
we were working through the 
winter, holding committee meet- 
ings every two weeks.” 

he orwoed Hills group, 
operating on what Tegeler de- 
scribed as a $75,000 budget, 
came out with a “nominal prof- 
it.” It was a big enough profit 
to make the sponsoring club 
happy that it held the tourna- 
ment. 

In Richmond, however, there 
was trouble from the beginninz, 
in raising the $30,000 guarantee, 
in financing improvements on 
the ‘Hermitage course and fi- 
nally in selling tickets. Prospec- 
tive customers were all the more 
uninterested when Bobby Locke, 
Cary Middlecoff, Joe Kirkwood 
Jr. and other ineligible stars 
were not permitted to play. 

Ticket prices at Richmond 
were the same as here—$10 for 
the week and $2 and $3 for 
single days. After sweating out 
the progress of Sammy Snead, 
the drawing card needed to at- 
tract spectators, Richmond pro- 
moters may have approached 
the break-even point.

MOMENCE, Il, June 4 (UP)— 
Saturday afternoon holidays were 
strictly remembrances today for 
both Ezzard Charles and Jersey 
Joe Walcott, who will fight in 
Comiskey Park June 22 for the 
world heavyweight boxing cham- 
pionship. 

Charles, from Cincinnati, has 
been in his training camp, an 
isolated summer resort six miles 
west of here, for two weeks. Wal- 
cott opened his quarters in a so- 
cial club six miles east of this 
town a week ago. 

Both are on strict training pro- 
grams. Each boxes four times a 
week, but the schedule varies. 
However it was certain that each 
fighter would hold major work- 
outs on Saturdays and Sundays to 
draw even the few fans who have 
been interested enough to drive 
75 miles from Chicago and then 
try to find the well-hidden camps. 

Charles has been working more 
religiously than Walcott, although 
Jersey Joe had more than two 
weeks of light daily workouts in 
Grenloch, N.J., before he came to 
his Peaceful Valley quarters. 

The Cincinnati fighter was 
down to 184 pounds today, little 
over the 178 he was expected to 
weigh when he enters the ring on 
the twenty - second. Walcott 
Weighed about 198 and probably 
will be down to 194 for the fight. 

Attendance at the workouts of 
the two fighter: has been sparse. 
Neither. has performed before 
more than 250 fans on any day. 
However promoters of the fight, 
the International Boxing Club, re- 
port that ticket sales have been 
good and are increasing. 

Joe Louis,- who with Arthur 
Wirtz and James D. Norris, com- 
pose the IBC, said that advance 
sales have gone over $100,000. He 
expected the fight to draw about 
$360,000. 

Louis expected the gate to be 
higher because while the fight 
probably will be broadcast na- 
tionally, any television will be re- 
stricted to the area more than 
300 miles from Chicago. 

Louis has been attending both 
training camps for the workouts, 
but still rates the fight s “even.” 
He likes Charles because he Is 
younger, 27, perhaps faster, and 
perhaps better able to go 15 
rounds. He likes Walcott because 
of his experience, his punching, 
and his weight.

WORLD BANK LOAN: 


Survey Shows Nation Has, 
Made Good Use of Aid 
Funds — Greece Still 
Too Upset.

LAKE SUCCESS, N.Y., June 4— 
Basic improvement of the Turk- 
ish economy appears to justify a 
moderate loan “without great de- 
lay” by the International Bank fot 
Reconstruction and Development. 
This is the confidential advice 
given the World Bank after a 


high-level survey by bank of- 
ficials. 

In other words, Turkey has 
made good use of the, financial 
help extended under the Truman 
Doctrine and the Marshall Plan 
and is considered “a good risk” 
for the World Bank. 

Greece Not Good Risk. 

Greece, on the other hand, is 
not regarded as being a good risk. 

A World Bank survey there 
showed that a fair amount of 
reconstruction work is being done 
in areas where workers can be 
given protection from civil war 
fighting. In other areas, however, 
guerrillas are active nd the 
country as a whole is too disturbed 
and unsettled to make a recon- 
struction loan worthwhile. 

The bank’s survey of Turkey 
shows these highlights: 

Anyone who goes to Turkey is 
impressed by a vigor and unity 
and by the determination, which 
seems to be deep-seated, to de- 
velop the country and to make it 
a strong, stable and active nation. 

Private enterprise in Turkey 
however, lacks a tradition of ex- 
perience because the Turks long 
had been soldiers and adminis- 
trators, not business men. 

Government in Business. 

The government, in such a sit- 
uation, has gone into considerable 
industrial expansion, not so much 
because of Socialist theory but be- 
cause there was no one else to 
take the initiative. 

Business men, in @ sense, are 
timid and suspicious of the gov- 
ernment. They say they are 
afraid to set up enterprises which 
the government will regulate or 
with which it might compete. 

The Turkish Government, on the 
other hand, says that business 
men want 50 per cent profits art 
are not interested in investing in 
constructive enterprises. 

Out of it, the World Bank has 
been told, comes the strong con- 
viction that technical develop- 
ment and managerial progress

"M onkey Trial" Town Hasn't Changed

DAYTON, Tenn., June 4. 

T was nearing set of sun and 
| trotte Harwell, his day’s toil 

ended, sat on the bench in the 
courthouse yard and _ whittled. 
Most of his lifetime of 59 years 
Hollie Harwell has been a whit- 
tler. He was a whittler long be- 
fore, the Scopes, “monkey trial” 
made Dayton famous. Every day 
since that he has done his share 
of whittling, for, as he says: 
“Every time I set down I got to 
whittle. What time I ain’t whit- 
tlin’, I’m lookin’ for something to 
whittle.” For settin’ Hollie favors 
a bénch, but if there’s no bench 
handy he just hunkers down. 

The important thing about Hol- 
lie Harwell is that he doesn’t 
change. In the 24 years since the 
Scopes trial he hasn’t changed. 
In that he is like Dayton. In 
respect to fundamentalism and 
evolution, it is the same as it was 
when William Jennings Bryan 
apd Clarence Darrow battled at 
the courthouse in July heat in 
1925 for the validity of their op- 
posing convictions. 

There was a law in Tennessee 
which said that there should be 
no teaching in its public schools 
of “any theory that denies the 
divine creation of man as taught 
in the Bible, or that man has 
descended from a lower order of 
animals.” In what came to be 
called “the monkey trial,” Bryan 
fought to uphold the law and pun- 
ish the man who was charged 
with violating it. Darrow fought 
to discredit the law and set the 
accused man free. 

The law still stands on the stat- 
ute books, cramping and crippling 
honest teachers who honor the 
truths established by science and 
scholarship. If again the law 
should be called into question, 
Dayton would battle for it as it 
did 24 years ago. - Dayton is like 
that. For all that appears to the 
contrary, Tennessee, too, is like 
that. 

Hollie Harwell, sitting on the 
bench and whittling, is, in his 
changelessness, like the town of 
Dayton and the state of Tennes- 
see. As courthouse janitor he 
knows everybody and can spot a 
furriner. “Buddy,” he says as one 
comes strolling by, “you're a 
stranger.” It isn’t a question. It is 
an assertion. 

“Yes sir, this is where the 
Scopes trial was held. They 
claimed that man was teachin’ 
something that was against the 
law. I didn’t ever hear him teach, 
but if a man says we come from 
monkeys, me and himisdone. And 
they say he teached it. I still don't 
believe it. Do you?”

T was a challenge. He paused in 
| his whittling and squinted bel- 

ligerently. The situation called 
for diplomacy. There were always 
two sides to a question. Some 
argued this way and some that 
way and—— 

“T don’t never argue,” Hollie 
Harwell cut in, “about nothin’ l 
don’t believe in. I let the other 
fella argue. There was a lot of 
arguin’ at the time of the trial 
but I didn’t take no hand in it. 
It was a big thing, but I didn’t 
pay much attention to it. Some 
were stirred up pretty lively and 
there was right smart talk while 
it was goin’ on. I lived three 
miles out in the country and only 
come in a time or two.” 

“Did I hear Darrow make a 
speech. Well, now, I’m dogged if 
I remember. I don’t reckon I was 
here when he was talkin.’ Bryan? 
There was a good man and a 
great man. Everybody else I’ve 
heered say anything about him 
has said the same. There’s a col- 
lege here now that he planned, 
It goes under the name of Bryan 
University. A big crowd of 
students is studyin’ to make 
preachers out of theirselves.” 

Hollie Harrow was of the 
opinion that the trial didn’t make 
any difference. He hadn’t heard 
of anybody changing. He reckoned 
they were all like him. It hadn’t 
changed him then? “Uh, uh.” 

F. E. Robinson is another one 
who hasn’t changed since the trial 
and he doesn’t think anybody else 
has. Robinson is the owner of the 
drug store and the now famous 
table “where it started.” Around 
that table on a warm May evening 
in 1925 sat several citizens sipping 
cokes and arguing about the new 
anti-evolution law. Concerning 
that there were two schools of 
thought, for and against, with the 
“fors” having a little the best of 
it, for this was Dayton, Tenn. 
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P ine session were George W. 

Reppleyea, civil engineer and 
president of the school board, re- 
garded as slightly pinkish and 
more than slightly contentious; 
S. K. Hicks, a lawyer, and “Doc” 
Robinson. Getting nowhere rapid- 
ly, they called in Walter White, 
county superintendent of schools, 
and Clay Green, a teacher, who 
threw their weight on the side of 
the law. John Thomas Scopes 
dropped in from a round of golf 
and, as he was instructor in biol- 
ogy at the high school, he was 
drawn into the discussion. He 
cheerfully confessed that he was 
violating the law. So were teach- 
ers all over the state. They 
couldn’t do otherwise because the 
state-adopted text book from 
which they taught recognized the 
evolutionary hypothesis. 

There should be a test of the 
new law, somebody said, and 
Scopes said if they wanted a test 
he was willing to be the guinea 
pig. So a warrant was sworn out 
by White, gravely charging Scopes 
with teaching something not sanc- 
tioned by Tennessee law. That 
was how it started and where it 
started, as the world through 24 
years has not been permitted to 
forget, for if the monkey trial did 
nothing else it made famous the 
Robinson drug store and the table 
“where it started.” 

“Doc” Robinson, as the chief 
beneficiary of the monkey trial, 
acknowledges a special obligation 
to hold high the banner of funda- 
mentalism by maintaining in his 
store a shrine for the faithful. 
There is also a welcome for scof- 
fers, mostly from afar. For 24 
years business has been good at 
the Robinson drug store because 
that is “where it started.” 

“Doc” Robinson, though, is some- 
thing more than a good business 
man. He is-a good fundamental- 
ist. In the courthouse battle he 
was on the side of the law and 
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the gospel. He is still on that side. 
So is Dayton,,. 100 per cent, he 
thinks, though that may be a 
slight exaggeration. 


To understand that you have to 
know how Dayton started. The 
Pioneers, of pure Anglo-Saxon 
strain, came from Virginia and 
North Carolina and settled in this 
mountain-rimmed_ valley. Their 
descendants are still here. They 
are set in their beliefs, 

The Scopes trial didn’t upset 
them, On the contrary, because it 
challenged them, it made them 
more firm in their beliefs. They 
withstood the enemy that came 
against them in the name of Evo- 
lution. Victory was written on 
their banners because John 
Thomas Scopes, taken in sin, was 
scourged with a fine of $100. It 
wasn’t much but it put the evolu- 
tionists in their places and upheld 
the fundamentalist law of Ten- 
nessee. . 

These truths “Doc” Robinson de- 
clares with evangelistic fervor and

goes on to say that, although Day- 
ton didn’t like being called “Mon- 
keytown” back in 1925 and since, 
it really received lasting benefits. 
The trial itself brought together 
a lot of the big-brains of the 
world, especially William Jennings 
Bryan. The people had a chance 
to look at them and listen to 
them, a chance that they other- 
wise would never have had. 

The trial caused people to do 
more reading. For a long time 
afterward, and even now, they see 
something written by somebody 
and say: “Why I know him. I 
saw him at the Scopes trial.” Like 
as not they read it. In such ways 
did the great trial broaden the 
minds of the people, says “Doc” 
Robinson. 
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HEN there is Bryan Univer- 
T sity. Dayton would never have 

had that if there had been no 
Scopes trial. Billy Bryan would 
not have come to town to hunt 
down the heretic Scopes and hang 
his hide on a limb. He would not 
Mave had his vision of a great fun- 
damentalist school here in the 
mountains to hold high the torch 
of orthodoxy and confound the in- 
fidels. 

There stands Bryan University 
on its hill at the north end of 
town, True its location is almost 
a betrayal of Bryan, for the story 
is that, when in the cool of the 
evening he sat at the home in 
the south end where he stayed 
during the trial, he pofnted to the 
nearby hill and said that was 
where it should stand. That was 
a mistake on his part. It was 
practically taking sides in a purely 
local dissension that’ was loaded 
with dynamite. Always there had 
been a North Dayton and a South 
Dayton and between them there 
had been strife. Not since the Civil 
War had there been anything like 
it. It went so far that the rail- 
road had to have two depots, one 


in the north end and one in the 
south end, and trains had to make 
two stops. And here was Bryan 
taking sides with the south end. 

When Bryan died here right 
after the trial it was hoped that 
the internecine strife would be 
stilled, but it was the other way. 
The southenders took much to 
heart his last word on the site 
question. It was a high sanction 
and practically a mandate, To put 
the university anywhere else would 
be to dishonor the Great Com- 
moner. The dissension, with a de- 
pression coming along, almost 
ruined the enterprise before it 
got fairly started. Circumstances 
and practical considerations won 
the war for the northenders, but 
the southenders have never be- 
come fully reconciled, They call 
it another lost cause. 


As it turned out, Bryan’s happy 
thought of having the students 
wear blue coats and gray pants 
to symbolize the reunion of the 
north and south came to naught. 
The school, intended as a memor- 
ial to the Scopes trial and to pro- 
mote the ideals Bryan supported 
at the trial, was started in 1927 on 
pledges of financial help that 
were not too well kept. The de- 
pression was blamed for that. 
Somebody thought up the plan of 
getting the needed money from 
Bryan’s common people, 50,000 of 
them at a dollar-up a head, but 
with Bryan gone the dollars didn’t 
come, 


The school, though, got going 
in 1930 with a freshman class of 
20-odd. Dr. Judson A, Rudd came 
the next year to be president and 
rustle for ‘his pay or do without. 
The enrollment went up to 40, 50, 
60, and one year it jumped to 100, 
but dropped back to 40. Now, 
with 200 students, the school is 
really getting under way. It is 
not strictly a Bible school, al- 
though all students have to take 


Bible. About half of them are 
preparing for the ministry or mis- 
sionary work. : 

Liberal arts are taught, but the 
schoo] has no truck with the 
modern education, that “rules out 
God” and is based on “the pre- 
vailing educational philosophy de- 
rived from the evolutionary hy- 
pothesis.” The facts of science 
are taught as fully as the law 
of Tennessee permits. Both sides 
of controversial questions are 
heard and there are even debates 
among the students about evolu- 
tion, with evolution always com- 
ing out second best. Great is the 
law of Tennessee and greatly to 
be respected. 
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HE students hold street meet- 
T ines in Dayton on Saturday 

afternoons and go around visit- 
the churches, preaching doctrines 
that sometimes cause eyebrows to 
be raised in sedate congregations. 
That sort of thing is not held 
against the school. It is just that 
some of the students come from 
pretty far back in the hills. It 
takes time to bring them up to 
the Dayton theological level. 

Back in the hills there are snake 
handlers who pit a Scripture say- 
ing against another Tennessee law 
and when bitten die for the fana- 
ticism that they call faith, as 
three did in 10 days not long ago. 
Snake handlers had not been 
heard of when the Scopes trial 
was held, They represent a sort of 
evolution (or devolution) in the 
scale of literalism. 

Bryan University, says Walter 
White, still county superintendent 
of schools, has done more for the 
edu¢cational standards of the coun- 
ty and for the cultural advance- 
ment of the section than all other 
factors combined. Up on the 
mountain is the Tennessee Holi- 
ness Camp meeting ground and at 
Cumberland springs is the boys’ 
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Journey Into a Green Hell’ for 
Daring Group Penetrates Jungle, Shunned by Indians, to- Measure World's Highest Waterfall 


This spring an American-Vene- 
zuelan expedition set out through 
a jungle, so thick it was called a

SMALL band of adventure- 
A wving Americans succeeded 
last month in putting a yard- 
stick to the world’s highest water- 
fall, Angel Falls, which tumbles 
off the top of the fabulous flat- 
topped Auyan-Tepui mountain in 
the jungle country south of Vene- 
zuela’s Orinoco river. 
ter epic hardships, they 
reached the base of the famous 
waterfall. Their measurements 
proved that the cataract, with a 
foot clear fall, is nineteen 
times higher than Niagara and, 
definitely the world’s highest. 
Jimmy Angel, World War I fly- 
er and jungle-hardened soldier of 
fortune. discovered the falls by 
accident in 1935 while circling the 
cloud-girded cliffs of Auyan-Tepui, 
which rises straight up in the air 
for 9000 feet from the Gran Sa- 
vannah country stretching east 
and south from Caroni river to 
the Brazilian frontier. 


Angel was looking for a way to 
scale the mountain. His goal 
wes the rich gold deposits which 
he believed were to be found on 
the 150-square-mile tabletop of 
Auyan-Tepui. 

He never found the gold, not 
even later when he crash-landed 
his monoplane on top of Auyan- 
Tepui and, after a harrowing ex- 
perience, finally made his way 
down, ‘ But when he turned his 
plane one day up one of the many 
gorges that cut into the jagged 
cliffs, he spied the dazzling white 
column of water which now bears 
his name. 

Angel’s first excited reports put

it at more than a mile high. 
Those who later saw the falls from 
the air guessed that they were 
nearer 3000 feet, but all agreed 
that Angel had discovered what 
was probably the world’s highest 
waterfall, and that it should bear 
his name. 

Aviators risked their necks fly- 
ing into the narrow valley and 
swooping in close to the water- 
fall to get a reading on the ailti- 
meter. 

The trouble was, though, that 
the great column of water dashed 
itself to pieces on the cliff before 
reaching the valley floor. The air- 
man could only guess how far the 
water dropped off the 5000-foot- 
high precipice before it hit. The 
only way to get an accurate meas- 
urement of the falls would be 
from the valley floor, using a sur- 
veyor’s transit, rod and -chain. 

The only entrance to the valley 


lay through the most forbidding 
jungle country in the world. As 
could be seen from the air, its 
floor was pocketed and cratered 
asethough it had been the scene 
of a terrible battle, centuries ago. 
Huge, house-sized boulders which 
had fallen from the cliffs pushed 
up through the green matting of 
the forest. Dark pools of water 
glistened from the few open spots. 
It was clear that the valley was 
@ swampy catch basin for the 
water that had pourefl over the 
cliffs for eons from the lost lands 


atop Auyan-Tepui. 
xk * 

* The Indians who live in small 
jungle-clearings in the vicinity of 
Auyan-Tepui regard the vast pile 
of rocks with superstitious dread. 
For them, it is the home of Ka- 
naima, the devil; and the forbid- 
ding valley, which they had al- 
ways refused to enter, was the 


cavern where the spirits of their 
dead ancestors made uneasy 
abode. 


In recent years, several expedi- 
tions succeeded in climbing to the 
top of Auyan-Tepui, by the same 
route that Angel used to come 


down the mountain. A wide mea- 
dow, or savannah, bordering a 
pleasant stream in the valley on 
the south side of Auyan-Tepui, 
was cleared by the Indians and 
occasional planes would let down 
at this field, called Uruyen, to 
take in traders and prospectors. 
But few tried to go around the 
mountain through almost impene- 
trable jungle’ and approach the 
valley entrance on the north side 
until last year. 

Then a prospector, bolder than 
the rest, hacked his way through 
the forest until he could see the 
valley’s portal cliffs, towering up 
in the sky on either side, This

camp of the Cumberland Moun- 
tain Bible Association. 

Travelers who drive into Dayton 
from the east and west find them- 
selves on the Bryan Memorial 
Highway, which reaches from 
Athens to McMinnville. It is a 
fairly good black-top road, narrow 
and crooked, but with white posts 
to make safe the way for unwary 
motorists. Between Dayton and 
Decatur there is a ferry across 
the Tennessee river where it 
widens into Chickamauga lake, 
but a span is hoped for which will 
be called Bryan Memorial Bridge. 

By such means are men remind- 
ed that once, 24 years ago, Wil- 
liam Jennings Bryan came this 
way to fight for his convictions 
and here he died. For Clarence 
Darrow there are no memorials, 

The courthouse bell in its tower 
tolls the passing hours, as it did 
24 years ago, but it might as well 
be silent, for in its fundamental- 
ism and its scorn of evolution 
Dayton stands still.

man was Alexander Laime, a Lith- 
uanian, one of many immigrants 
who have come into Venezuela in 
recent years from war ravaged 
Europe.

able to get material for a tele- 
vision short:.and Burch O’Neal, an 
attache at the United States Em- 
bassy in Caracas. 


The Venezuelan communications 
minister, Col. Jorge Marcano, for- 
merly air force attache at Wash- 
ington, who had been the first 
pilot to fly a regular commercial 
run over the Gran Savannah coun- 
try, sent along a government radio 
operator, Enrique Gomez. 

The Venezuelan government also 
offered to send along an engineer 
to measure the falls, if the expe- 
dition got that far.

Interesting Visit to 
Kingdom of Callaway 


By Leonard Hall 
L ferent farming operations up in the Kingdom of Callaway, 
where I’d gone to speak at the annual Chamber of Com- 
merce dinner in Fulton. As might be expected, my guide was 
W. Ed Jameson, whose in- 
terest in the welfare of his 
county and particularly in 
the magnificent job of land 
restoration which is being 
done there shows no signs 
of flagging despite his 83 
years. Callaway is unique 
in many ways. It runs 
from the Grand Prairie 
southward to the _river- 
breaks along the Missouri 
with their deep wind-blown 
“loess” soils and finally 
down into the alluvial plain 
of the river itself. In ad- 
dition to its agricultural re- 
sources, Callaway produces 
coal and valuable clay from 
its strip mines which yield 
additional fevenue. The 
rolling prairie which lies 
along Highway 40 has an 
interesting history. The soil is a grassland type best suited 
to hay and pasture crops under normal methods of tillage. 
Underlaid with an almost impervious Clay hardpan, only a 
few years of planting to small grain or row crops such as corn 
are necessary to drain away the food elements from the thin 
top layer. And once the humus is gone from this topsoil, it 
can erode at amazing speed. 
* * * 
The men who settled Callaway back in the early 
1800’s were livestock farmers. They kept their land 
in hay and pasture, for the most part, and the area 
was noted for its fine livestock—horses and mules 
and dairy and beef cattle. When the first World 
War came and grain prices jumped to heights hitherto 
unknown, much of this virgin prairie was plowed up 
and put into wheat and corn. Once started, this 
system of farming seemed easy to follow. In the suc- 
ceeding years one holding after another was farmed 
out. The long years of low prices combined with 
steadily dropping production saw farmer after farmer 
go bankrupt. Many loaded their families and goods 
into the old jalopy and headed west, much as the 
Oakies did farther south. 
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@ ALL THROUGH THE LATE 20’S and early 30's, the agri- 
cultural future for Callaway seemed almost hopeless. But a 
few men refused to give up; they had a deep and abiding faith 
in the land which had provided a livelihood and built a real 
culture for the people of that part of Missouri. One of these 
men was Ed Jameson. Somehow he heard of a new legume 
_ growing on the poor and eroded lands of Tennessee where a 
one-crop system of cotton and tobacco farming had sent the 
topsoil sliding down toward the Ohio and thence to the Mis- 
sissippi and the Gulf. Unlike other legumes, which require 
deep, rich soils, well supplied with calcium and other minerals, 
this new one seemed to grow anywhere. It was called Korean 
lespedeza and Ed went down to Tennessee to have a look at it. 
More than that; he brought some back and seeded it in fields 
on some of his farms. And when it grew, he went up and down 
the county preaching its virtues until he became known as 
“Lespedeza Ed” Jameson. 
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@ THE REST OF THE STORY IS HISTORY. The crop 
played an important part in restoring thousands of worn-out 
acres throughout the state and became the very heart of crop- 
ping systems recommended for many years by our College of 
Agriculture. If Korean lespedeza has a fault, it is that it grows 
too easily. In our hot Missouri summers it provides fattening 
forage for livestock just when many of the grasses become 
dormant. But it is a poor-land crop which provides no protec- 
tion against the ravages of erosion; and it has the great draw- 
back of being used today on thousands of acres which would 
raise better forage crops giving a heavier yield and furnishing, 
in addition, real protection against washing of the soil. 
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@ OUR FIRST VISIT, ON MY afternoon in Callaway, was to 
a federal land restoration area known as an LU or Limited Use 
area. Here 15,000 acres acquired for taxes have been, during a 
10-year period, limed and fertilized and put back into legumes 
and permanent pasture grasses. Some parts of the area must 
be very close today to their original state of fertility and are 
carrying herds of beef cattle on a pasture rental basis which 
keeps the project going. There are strong pressures being 
exerted to have this land sold again into private ownership— 
the normal comment being, “Boy, wouldn’t you like to plow 
that up and put it in corn?” If this were done, of course, 
another period of a dozen years might well see the land worn 
out again and deserted by its owners because they were unable 
to pay the taxes. 


AST week I visited three interesting and completely dif- 
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The second farm was just across the road from the 
federal area—a 200-acre unit farmed by Ray Stanley. 
On this equally worn-out land Ray has done a fine job 
of soil restoration, and carries out a well-rounded live- 
stock operation. Here in one rich field of red clover 
grazed a dozen fine sows with litters totaling 150 pigs, 
plus a half-dozen purebred Shorthorn cattle which 
looked as if they were being fitted for the show ring. 
The fact is that Ray does show some of the prize ani- 
mals from his herd of 35 cows at the county and state 
fairs, and comes home with prizes. On the gently roll- 
ing prairie, one encounters no such problems in field 
layout as we do in the Ozarks, and Ray’s field and crop- 
ping systems have been worked out for a maximum of 
efficiency and a steady increase in soil fertility. 
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@ OUT ON HIGHWAY 40, A FEW MILES west of Fulton, 
if you drive through the 1200-acre tract farmed by the Wise 
Brothers, you may well marvel at the broad fields of wheat 
gweeping away to the horizon, the long rows of soy beans, and 
the heavy stands of alsike clover. One would have to call this 
a strictly commercial farming operation; yet the Wise Brothers 
conduct their farm on strict principles of good land use, for 
the simple reason that this method has paid off. This is amply 
proved by their big yields of wheat, clover seed and beans 
which are still climbing steadily upward. They talk in terms 
of lime applications totaling 10 tons per acres’ and crop yields 
to match. Starting with 80 acres back in 1936, on which they 
harvested 15 bushels of corn to the acre, they’ve bought and 
‘paid for this 1200-acre farm. And just last year, on some of 
that original 80, they produced 107 bushels of corn per acre. 
With organic matter and available plant food still going steadily 
upward in the land, I'd call this the finest kind of commercial 
farming operation. And I'll propose a toast to Callaway county 
and her people who are leading in the battle for real soil 
conservation in Missouri.

UCH words as “Foundation 
S and “philanthropist” usually 

bring to mind gray-bearded, 
gilt-edged multimillionaires, men 
of the Carnegie and Rockefeller 
type, creators of largesse on s0 
large a scale that it seems to have 
little in common with the average 
man. 

And yet, here in St. Louis, there 
are 95 philanthropists, who are not 
multimillionaires but only astute 
and successful business men, men 
who are operating a. Foundation 
which is not a paragraph in an 
encyclopedia, but an active or- 
ganization of human beings help- 
ing other human beings. 

This organization, the Children’s 
Research Foundation, is probably 
known to few St. Louisans. The 
men behind it have preferred to 
remain anonymous, believing, as 
one of them expresses it, “that the. 
work we've done has not been done 
by individuals but by the Founda- 
tion.” 

While unknown as individuals, 
they are well known in the re- 
search laboratories, the wards, and 
the clinics of St. Louis Children’s 
Hospital, where they have con- 
tributed over $50,000 in the last 
five years, and to the Child Guid- 
ance Clinic to which they have 
guaranteed $100,000 in the next 
five. Nurses, equipment, facilities, 
and encouragement have come 
from the Foundation. 

Their own hope of return is ex- 
pressed in their credo: “That the 
child may grow in body, in mind, 
in spirit.” 

The Foundation is actually a 
sort of memorial to one doctor, a 
pediatrician who so impressed the 
parents of his patients that they 
wanted to do something to help 
his work along. The pediatrician 
was the late Dr. Lawrence Gold- 
man, and the Foundation really 
grew out of an emergency call late 
one night to a sick child. 

“There was a new Virus going 
around then,” Elwin R. Smith, in- 
surance man and the father of 
the sick child, recalls, “so al- 
though it was late at night and 
the doctor had an _ exhausting 
day, he thought he’d better stay 
a while to see how the medicine 
reacted. 

“But to begin with,” Smith 
“you should know 
something about Dr. Goldman. He 
was probably the finest example 
of what is meant when you say 
medicine is a profession dedicated 
to the welfare of people. He best 
exemplified the traditional idea of 
service. His whole life was com- 
pletely devoted to his field. Time 
meant nothing to him. 

“People regarded him, not only 
as a family doctor but as a fam- 
ily friend.. No one ever called him 
‘Dr. Goldman’; it was always ‘Lar- 
ry.’ Once he came into your house, 
no matter how ill your child was, 
he brought a sense of relief and 
comfort just by making his phy- 
sical appearance.” 

On this particular night, the 
relieved parents asked if he’d like 
a drink or a bite to eat. He'd 
appreciate a sandwich, he said, as 
he hadn’t had any dinner. As he 
ate, he started to talk and to 
philosophize, mostly about the

Children’s Hospital and the fine 
work that was done there. 


He wondered, he said, if St. 
Louisans appreciated this fine 
medical center in their midst, if 
they knew, as he did, that the 
very mention of the names of Dr. 
Alexis Hartman and his predeces- 
sor, Dr. McKim Marriott, opened 
doors of medical centers in Eng- 
land and on the continent for 
men who had worked for them.

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“You'll be just as bad when your 
turn comes.” 

All these are single incidents 
but they add up to 25,000 visits a 
year over the annual average of 
5000 in pre-Foundation years. 

As important have been the re- 
search experiments aided in part 
by the Foundation. An encepha- 
litis experiment to determine 
whether or not mosquitoes carry 
the disease was speeded with 
Foundation funds, and a Founda- 
tion member even helped to the 
extent of recreating swamp con- 
ditions by means of an air-condi- 
tioner in reverse.

It was 
made possible, Miss Perley recalls, 
shortly after she had talked to Dr. 
Goldman about their eagerness to 
try such research, and Goldman 
presented the idea to the Founda- 
tion.

“Most research of this kind is 
financed by large foundations,” 
Dr. Forbes says, “but this is a 
case of local people supporting 
local endeavor.”

an impossibly small amount to ac- 
complish anything.” 

Instead each man agreed to call 
a friend. A week later a group 
of 20 men met at the Chase Ho- 
tel and pledge $10,000. Each of 
the 20 agreed in turn to call a 
friend and 10 days later a larger 
group met and raised additional 
funds. By Dec. 31, 1943, the Chil- 
dren’s Research Foundation was 
incorporated and under way. 

The first thing the Foundation 
did was to guarantee a nursing 
fund. The second was to ask Dr. 
Hartman, pediatrician-in-chief to 
submit a list of equipment needed 
by the hospital. The list totaled 
$2500 and he was told to order it 
and send a bill. 

“There were a lot of things 
they needed and couldn't get frém 
their budgets and endowments,” 
Sachar says, “because they were 
earmarked for other things. We 
just pitched in and helped.” 


One of the most tangible prod- 
ucts of this help is the Outpatient 
Clinic at Children’s Hospital 
which was able to enlarge its fa- 
cilities and stay open seven days 
a week instead of two. Stil? in 
need of enlarging, it packs them 
in daily. 

Drop in at the clinic any morn- 
ing and you will see the drama, 
sorrow, and comedy attending ea 
sick youngster in the family. 

A child as white as her many 
bandages is wheeled into the ele- 
vator while her anxious parents go 
slowly through the exit door. 

A very little girl screams at the 
approach of the needle and con- 
tinues to scream long after the 
“shot” is over while her older 
brother disgustedly holds his fin- 
gers to his ears. 

“Susie, you’re a stinker,” he says 
succinctly. 

A small Negro boy peers around 
the door inquisitively investigating 
the screams until his mother hauls 
him back. 

“Stop yo’ nosin’,” she commands. 


too, he added, in that it takes a 
certain amount of vision and fore- 
sightedness on the part of its sup- 
porters to see the value of re- 
search they can neither under- 
stand thoroughly nor view tan- 
gibly. 

“It’s like asking someone to in- 
vest, not in a business, but in 
someone who hopes to invent 
sOmething which might some day 
make a business,” he says. “You 
don’t get an immediate return on 
such an investment.” 


“Except,” Miss Perley adds, “that 
they fee] in time it will be impor- 
tant in benefiting the health of 
children.” 

The most ambitious of the proj- 
ects recently undertaken has been 
the assistant of the Child Guidance 
Clinic at 4562 Scott avenue. At 
the request of the Social Planning 
Council, the Foundation investi- 
gated the need for mental as well 
as physical assistance to St. Louis 
children. Sam Golman, member 
of the Foundation board, visited 
Dr. Milton J. E. Senn of the Cor- 
nell Medical Center and studied 
other clinics. 


The result of the study was a 
proposal that the Foundation set 
up, not merely a stop-gap treat- 
ment center for a few hundred 
children but a long-range train- 
ing program in connection with 
Washington University dealing 
with all the people who come in 
contact with children, from 
pediatricians to school children. 
They guaranteed $100,000 for such 
a& program. 

“They have been the sparkplug 
from the community that has 
been necessary to set up such a 
community project,” Dr. Sam War- 
son, director of the clinic, says. 
“It needed a group of people like 
them to not only give the money, 
but to stir things up sufficiently 
to get something done. They ef- 
fected a meeting of three very 
different groups to form one proj- 
ect. Without them, it may never 
have been undertaken.” 


“We're training good people, we 
are finding out a lot about kids, 
and we are helping kids,” says 
Goldman,

OLDMAN is in the underwear 

manufacturing business. Other 

members of the Foundation are 
dress manufacturers, presidents of 
retail chain stores, stove com- 
panies, real estate, insurance and 
lumber men, department store 
merchandisers, lawyers, doctors 
and many others. To date, not 
one of them has sent a bill to 
the Foundation for professional 
service rendered and there has 
been much. Thefr sole motive is 
increased group service. 


“They couldn’t figure us out at 
first,” Sachar laughs. “They 
wanted to know what our motive 
was. We didn’t want any plaques 
saying ‘donated by.’ We didn’t 
want any publicity. We only 
wanted to help kids.” 


Their other desire, one gathers 
in talks with each member of the 
organization, was to honor the 
memory of a friend. Tragically, 
the inspiration for their existence, 
Dr, Larry Goldman, died in Feb- 
— 1948, at the untimely age 
o . 


“Surely the greatest tribute,” 
Sachar said in a memorial ad- 
dress, “is the Research Founda- 
tion Which is carrying on to com- 
plete his uncompleted life. 


“Lawrence would have pre 
ferred this tribute to all others.

If frozen spinach is used, cut 
block into four or five pieces, us- 
ing a heavy knife, for quicker 
cooking. Cook uncovered until 
‘spinach is tender or for about six 
/'minutes. At the end of cooking, 
| the vegetable should be barely 
covered with liquid, Cut bacon 
up with kitchen shears and cook 
it in a skillet with the onion until 
bacon is crisp and onion is yellow. 
Add onion, bacon fat to spinach. 
Blend flour to a smooth paste 
with water. Pour paste slowly 
into spinach, stirring constantly to 
keep smooth. Cook, stirring con- 
stantly, until thick and smooth. 
Four to five servings. 


Creamy Caraway Cabbage. 
Five cups coarsely chopped 


three cups boiling water, one 
tablespoon butter, one tablespoon 
flour, one cup sour cream, one- 
half teaspoon caraway seed, if de- 
sired. 

Turn cabbage into saucepan, 
add boiling water and salt. Place 
over heat, press cabbage down 
with fork for a minute or so at 
beginning of cooking until cab- 
bage wilts. Boil briskly uncovered 
until tender. Six to eight minutes 
is sufficient for tender cabbage. 
While cabbage cooks, make sauce 
as follows: Melt butter in sauce- 
pan, add flour and one-fourth tea- 
spoon salt, stir to blend, then add 
caraway and sour cream. Cook 
over low heat, stirring constantly, 
until sauce boils and thickens. Add 
sauce to drained cabbage (use 
cooking water to drink as pot 
liquor), toss and turn into hot 
serving dish. Four servings.

Chicago & North Western have re- 
established their department of 
tours and are offering a total of 
94 all-expense tours through the 
West during the coming summer.

Special features and commemeo- 
rative events are being planned 
by a-~ Community Committee in 
celebration of the anniversary 
year. The Independence Day 
weekend will be a highpoint in 
these celebrations with the open- 
ing of “The Common Glory,” sym- 
phonic drama by Pulitzer Prize 
Winner Paul Green, for its third 
season on July 1; a Union Vespers 
Service on July 3, and a “Platform 
for Democracy” program at the 
Lake Matoaka amphitheater on 
July 4 with outstanding persons 
speaking on the democratic prin- 
ciples which to a large extent had 
their founding in Williamsburg. 
It was 250 years ago in 1699 that 
Middle Plantation, first settled in 
1632, succeeded Jamestown as Ccap- 
itol of the Virginia colony and 
Was renamed Williambsurg in 
honor of the reigning king. Dur- 
ing the ensuing 80-year. period 
until the Revolution, Williamsburg 
was the center of the political, 
social and commercial life of the 
colony, the oldest and largest of 
the original 13 English-American 
provinces. To the city came the 
great men of the times and in 
public and private meetings there 
many of the initial acts in the 
movement that resulted in the 
Declaration of Independence took 
place. 

Colonial Capitol. 

Of particular interest to visi- 
tors are such buildings as the 
colonial Capitol, now reconstruct- 
ed on its original site, where 
Patrick Henry gave his famous 
Caesar-Brutus speech in pro- 
test of the Stamp Act; the Raleigh 
Tavern, Virginia’s outstanding co- 
lonial hostelry, where many pre- 
Revolutionary meetings were held; 
and the Public Gaol, a colonial 
prison which housed debtors and 
war prisoners as well as pirates 
and other criminals awaiting trial. 
Other points of interest in the 
city are the Governor’s Palace, of- 
ficial mansion of the king’s rep- 
resentative to the Virginia Col- 
ony which is now reconstructed 
to its eighteenth century elegance; 
the George Wythe House, a typ- 
ical town house of the period 
where Washington had his head- 
quarters prior to the Yorktown 
campaign; Bruton Parish Church, 
court church of the Virginia Col- 
ony; and the Wren building of 
the College of William and Mary, 
oldest college building standing in 
America, 

These structures together with 
more than 300 other buildings 
have been restored or _  recon- 
structed just as they were in the 
1700s in the project made pos- 
sible by Mr. John D. Rockefeller, 
Jr. Streets, gardens, and public 
greens have been returned to 
their early appearance authenti- 
cally recapturing the atmosphere 
and appearance of Williamsburg 
in colonial days. 


WILD LIFE PLENTIFUL IN 
CANADA'S JASPER PARK 


The story of Jasper National 
Park in the Canadian Rockies, 
the largest national park in North 
America, is not complete without 
reference to the wild life which 
abounds in this vast game pre- 
serve of 4200 square miles. The 
only hunting permitted in Jasper 
Park is with a camera. 

No matter clare! ane goes in 
Jasper he will see wild life; 
comical Tblack and brown bears 
of all sizes and shapes; timid 
fawns and older deer, and moun- 
tain sheep, goat, moose, elk, 
beaver and caribou, 

Marten, otter, fisher and mink 
are also to be found in Jasper 
and they are increasing rapidly. 
Among the smaller animals are 
the common hare, the Northern 
chipmunk and the Canadian moun- 
tain chipmunk, the »Columbian 
and Mantled ground squirrel; the 
little Hudson Bay red squirrel and 
the larger flying squirrel. 

Timber wolves are seldom found 
fn the park, except in the extreme 
morthern areas but the mounted 
police and park wardens make 
short work of these intruders 
who come to prey on the other 
animals. Jasper also has many 
lynx of a fine, large type. Coyotes 
are fairly numerous although their 
numbers are kept to a minimum 
by the authorities. 

In addition to many of the com- 
mon varieties of. birds such as 
robing, blue bird and humming 
birds, one will also find ospreys, 
bald headed eagles and the dun- 
covered but friendly buffalo bird 
who perches on the backs of 
horses to pick off flies or follows 
in the wake of Jasper golfers to 
gobble the insects the kick up as 
they scuff their feet along the 
fairways. Along quiet trails one 
will often come across partridge 
“see gee and spruce grouse (fool 
en) and, in high altitudes ptar- 
migan. Wild ducks, particularly 
mallards, are often found on small 
lakes and in June especially, Ca- 
nada geese use the mountain tarns 
of Jasper as step-over points en 
route north.

ment that was pursuing guerrillas. 
The Greeks killed eight of the 
Yugoslavs, but said that they were 
within their rights as the Yugo-

deep in Greek territory.

Wyoming’s Objections Satisfied. 

Much of the water to be im- 
pounded will come out of Wyo- 
ming. L. C. Bishop, state engineer 
of Wyoming, who is a regular par- 
ticipant in Interagency meetings, 
told the correspondent he did not 
know the work was under way un- 
til a year ago, when he saw some- 
thing about it in a newspaper. 
Concerned over possible infringe- 
ment of Wyoming’s water rights, 
he communicated with Gov. George 
T. Mickelson of South Dakota, sug- 
gesting that Wyoming might have 
to bring suit if a _ satisfactory 
agreement over the water could 
not be reached. 


As a result, Bishop related, the 
legislatures of the two states have 
adopted a bi-state ‘compact to 
guarantee certain water rights for 
Wyoming, which is pending be- 
fore Congress now for approval. 
Bishop said the Reclamation Bu- 
reau had admitted error in not 
giving advance notice and had 
promised not to repeat this on fu- 
ture projects.

How Water Will Be Used. 

The rest of the capacity of this 
reservoir will be divided 41.8 per 
cent for irrigating water storage 
and 27.3 per cent for flood control. 
There are 15,000 acres of irrigable 
land downstream in the Cheyenne 
valley, of which the Federal Gov- 
ernment owns about two-thirds, 
acquired under old programs. This 
would be split into about 125 
small private farms, to grow al- 
falfa, potatoes, corn, beans, sor- 
ghum and small grains and to pro- 
vide for greatly increased feeding 
of livestock. Dry farming of the 
vicinity now is of more limited 
and precarious character. 

Penstocks are being built into 
the dam to make possible a small 
hydro-electric power plant of 1560- 
kilowatt capacity, to be built, if 
desired, in the future. It would 
operate only during the irrigating 
season to provide power for pump- 
ing water onto 25,900 acres of land 
beyond the reach of the gravity 
canal system. Big pipes are being 
installed at the dam now to lead 
to the canals. Due to the space 
reserved for silt accumulation, it 
is startling to see how high above 
the base of the dam the pipes are. 

Built of Concrete. 

Unlike many dams of the Mis- 
souri basin plan,’ Angostura is 
being built of concrete for the 
river section rather than earth. 
It has a fortuitous site, in a 
rather narrow canyon and with 
a good foundation for this type 
of construction. The concrete 
stretch is 970 feet long, with an 
earthen extension of 1060 feet 


Much of the concrete part is a 
spillway with graceful curvature. 
The dam will rise 135 feet above 
the river bed but 190 feet above 
the foundation.

Lights Are Bright But Dealers Are Gloomy 


After an unpretentious beginning in the 1930s, South Kingshigh- 
way'’s automobile row mushroomed during the war. It blossomed 
with incandescent splendor in the postwar years as the used and 
new-used car business reached boom proportions. A couple dozen 
light bulbs, a few feet of chained-off space on a vacant lot and an 
automobile or two seemed to be the only requisites for going into the 
business; many prospered, a few did not. 

St. Louis’ North Side experienced the same phenomenon, with 
scores of used car dealers g up along Natural Bridge. Now 
more than 50 of the garishly lighted lots extend for three miles along

HE high standard of American living 
is a matter of frequent comment. 
What that standard means to the 

average American worker in terms of 
food, conveniences, comforts and energy 
expended has been analyzed by the 
United States Bureau of Labor Statistics. 
The results are included in a recently re- 
leased Government publication, ‘The Gift 
of Freedom.” Statistics for the illustra- 
tions on this page are from the booklet. 
of the publication; as ex- 
lained in the introduction, “is to make 
wn, ally to workers in other 
countries, the essential facts relating to the 
well-being of their American comrades.” It 
is being given wide circulation in foreign 
countries to combat anti-American propa- 
ganda of Communists abroad. u- 
tion is largely through the State Depart- 
ment, the Economic Co-operation Ai . 
istration, the American Federation of 
Labor and the Congress of Industrial Or- 
ganizations. The AFL has had the pam- 
ecm translated into French, German, 
talian, J ese, and five dialects of 
India. It plans serial publication of 
excerpts in its International Free Trade 
Union News. CIO is distributing many 
copies in Europe. Material from ‘The 
Gift of Freedom” has been used on the 
Voice of America. The Bureau has-heard 
of some few copies smuggled into Rus- 
sian-occupied areas, and there being 
passed from hand to hand. 

The pamphlet deals with the standard 

of living as part of its over-all discussion 


of "those factors which most basically 
influence and describe the economic and 
social welfare of American workers.” Un- 
der six main headings it takes up: The 
American work force, the nations pro- 
ductive capacity, purchasing power and 
living standards, social security, labor 
organizations, civil rights. 

Basis of America’s standard of living, 
“The Gift of Freedom” explains, is our 
large and varied production. The latter, 
in turn, has been made possible by the 
country’s natural resources, the resource- 


. fulness and initiative of individuals, and 


the spirit of group co-operation. Living 
standards are interpreted, in terms of the 
per capita consumption of goods and 
food, living conditions, the distribution of 
conveniences as well as necessities, and 
the purchasing power of an hour’s work. 

Most of the analysis of living standards 
is based on surveys of incomes and ex- 
penditures in 1946 and 1947. The analy- 
sis deals extensively with the estimated 
13,400,000 urban and rural non-farm fami- 
lies with little or no income other than 
wages or salaries. The bureau, through 
special studies, arrived at a “standard of 
living broadly typical of workers’ fami- 
lies" which it describes as “modest but 
acceptable,” and “far above the subsis- 
tence level.” The typical standard would 
cost a four-person family $2532 to $2985 
a year, on the basis of prices in March, 
1946, in 34 major cities. Three-fourths of 
city families were able to maintain equal 
or better than “typical” standards.

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A special study of the city worker's family budget in 1946-47 
indicated a typical family of four consumes at least this amount 
of staple foods in one week. The bureau found workers were 
buying more and better food than in 1942. The study led to the 
conclusion that “average’ American diets are varied and of a 
high nutritional standard. Although many lower income fam- 
ilies have inadequate diets, differences between income groups 
in quantities of food purchased . . . have tended to diminish.”

N THREE days of spotty fighting that 
followed a three-week siege, Chi- 
nese Communist troops took over 
Shanghai. Capture of this city of be- 
tween five and six million, the world's 


—. 


fourth largest, seems to have put the 


Communists in position for extending 
their control over as much of the rest 
of China as they wish. 

Although defense leaders had said 
Shanghai would be another Stalingrad, 
fought for street by street even to the 
extremity of total destruction, actual 
resistance amounted only to delaying 
actions to cover troop withdrawals. 

Communists moved virtually unop- 
posed into the southwest sections of 
Shanghai, found their chief opposition 
in the main business district. There, 
bullets whizzed briefly as the green- 
uniformed attackers contended for key 
bridges and thoroughfares. Most resi- 
dents stayed indoors, impassively re- 
sumed their usual routine when the 
shooting stopped. 

Several weeks before the Reds 
marched in, Nationalists began strip- 
ing warehouses and factories. Ma- 
chinery and goods were piled on ships 
directed to the island of Formosa, 
where Generalissimo Chiang Kai-shek 
had established his headquarters. 

Between Shanghai and Canton, 
now China's capital and the next Com- 
munist objective, remain two heavy 
concentrations of Nationalist forces. 
Their leaders have differed on defense 
strategy, however, and Canton is ex- 
pected to fall whenever the Commu- 
nists want it. Its fall probably will dis- 
lodge Chiang from the mainland, re- 
duce him to the level of a local: war 
lord on Formosa. Conclusion of the 
civil war then will be a matter of po 
litical rather than military action. 

Communists are reported plan- 
ning a provisional consultative as 
sembly this month as a ayy ary to 
forming a government that will claim 
authority over all China in the autumn. 
Such a development would confront 
the Western Powers with the neces- 
sity of arriving at important decisions 
on policy. They already are reported 
tentatively to have agreed to recog- 
nize the new government when it can 
guarantee normal trade and facilities 
for foreigner’.

HEN members of his congregation say the Rev. Lester J. Merritt, St.

Further, Breneman, who 
supplied an orchid and a kiss to the oldest woman at each of his perform- 
ances, sent the orchids for Merritt's shows. Since Breneman’s death about a 
year ago, Merritt, who provided the kiss, has also provided the orchid. 

Like Breneman, Merritt is ready with = and is always willing to 
clown a bit to keep things moving. For nearly three years he has had a 
stooge assistant in Louis Schmulbach of East St. Louis, an amateur clown who 
donates his services for various benefits. Schmulbach circulates about the 
audience and stage as an improbuble-looking female impersonator.

Elektro gets a light from Joanne Adamitz; one of 11 

motors works the bellows for his smoking. Another 

makes him walk, driving four rubber rollers under 
each of his 18-inch-long, ‘nine-inch-wide feet. 


FTER eight years of retirement, Elektro, a seven-foot, 260- 
pound mechanical man, and his foot-high robot dog, 
Sparko, are working again. They made their debut at 

the New York World's Fair 10 years ago but retired in 194]. 
They recently resumed their careers, after two weeks of 
tooling by Westinghouse Electric Corporation engineers, by 
performing at an industrial exposition in Pittsburgh. 

The aluminum automaton has a 60-pound “brain” made 
up of 82 electric relays, an electric eye and signal lights. The 
relays operate a system of motors, levers, gears and chains 
that make him walk, talk, count, smoke, distinguish colors——_ 
and salute. Both Elektro and Sparko respond to commands : 
spoken into a microphone. Vibrations caused by words are 
converted into electrical impulses, which are carried by 
miles of wire to operate the relays controlling the motors.

Upon the death of a friend you should go at 
once to the house, write “With sympathy” on 
your card and leave it at the door.

“With heartfelt sympathy,” or “With love and 
sympathy.” When flowers are addressed to 
the funeral of the deceased, no message is in- 
cluded. If there is a notice in the papers re- 
questing that no flowers be sent, you disregard 
it-only if you are a very intimate friend. 


A very natural impulse of kindness is to send 
a few flowers with a note either immediately 
or a few days or weeks after the funeral to any* 
bereaved person who is particularly in your 
thoughts. A few flowers sent from time to 
time—possibly for long afterward—are espe- 
cially comforting in their assurance of con-
